The Ralph Nader report on member of

formation than an evaluation, and initial

der's staff to be generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
tta voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, Including some three to four 
weeks of writing time: The reports range 
between 18 to 24 pages and delve into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing pattens, personalities 'and family 
history of incumbent members of Con- 


The Nader reports.,do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the' 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young in the 
newly drawn 10th District

enough of an ideologue to vote against 
majority opinions consistently and who 


can frequently be found among the hand- 
ful of Congressmen who vote no on Issues 
they see as challenges to conservative 
viewpoints.

Between the Lines 


Good Building 
Probers Needed 


by MARILYN HEISER 


Government at its best acts before a 


large problem exists. A government that 
acts rather than simply reacts is one to 
be commended. 


The move by Hoffman Estates officials 


to urgo introduction of state legislation 
requiring the certification and licensing 
of building inspectors is a case In point. 


A recent Herald Investigation of build- 


ing department size indicated H will be 
necessary to Increase the number of In- 
spectors throughout the area to keep 
paeo with the enormous amount of con- 
struction. 


As more Inspectors arc hired, it Is im- 


portant they be of a high caliber. Num- 
bers are not enough. Quality is also a 
criterion. 


SOME INSPECTORS in area villages 


presently seem capable of spotting build- 
ing code violations. Inspectors La Hoff- 
man Estates recently spotted the use of 
an Improper cement mix in an apart- 
ment development and halted construc- 
tion. 


If these inspectors had not been prop- 


erly qualified, they might have over- 
looked the error. A cement floor in- 
capable of withstanding enough weight 
could have been Installed. 


Richard Regan, chairman of the Hoff- 


man Estates Plan Commission, Village 
Mgr. George Longmeyer, and Building 
Commissioner Dan Murphy are urging 
the legislation. 


As Regan said, an inspector does not 


need a college degree. The legislation 
'would simply insure the capability of 
persons entrusted with checking struc- 
tures for safety and quality. 


Legislation similar to this has been 


proposed before and killed in committee. 
Hopefully, this new legislation will get 
past the lobbying of special Interest 
groups. 


As Regan pointed out, builders would 


also benefit from quality inspection. 
They are liable if one of their buildings is 
of substandard quality or responsible for 
an accident. 


A Shortcut For Toll Ramp? 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg offi- 


cials may have found a shortcut to their 
campaign to convince the Illinois Toll- 
way Authority of the need for a Inter- 
change on the Northwest Tollwny at 
Roscllo Road. 


Hoffman Estates Public Works Supt. 


John Hossack said at a meeting with rep- 
resentatives of the tollway authority last 
week, it was learned that certain data 
used to a traffic study of the area had 
been obtained to an earlier study made 
by the tollway authority. 


The data was collected several years 


ago when a proposal was made for tho 
interchange constructed at Arlington 
Heights Road. 


Hoffman Estates and Schaumburg offi- 


cials have been working for more than a 
year to conduct a study of tho amount of 


uso an interchange at Roselle Rood 
might receive. 


IF THE TOLLWAY'S consultants can 


locate the raw data collected to con- 
nection with the Arlington Heights proj- 
ect, Hossack said it might save the two 
villages a lot of effort. 


Village officials hope to use the data 


collected to persuade tho tollway author- 
ity of the need for tho interchange. 


Hossack said the tollway authority 


would then be required to conduct a 
more comprehensive effort to determine 
if the interchange would produce enough 
revenue to pay for itself. 


Local officials also were informed .that 


the tollway authority is to the process of 
determining the long-range capacity of 
tho highways. Those studies might also 
be used to determine the need for an in- 
terchange at Rosolle Road, Hossack said.

Jack Ryon Raps Palatine Blood Plan 


The decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-wide blood drive to con- 
Junction with tho American Rod-Cross 
has touched oft a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital to Arlington 
Heights. 


A spokesman for tho hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 
the hospital to obtain blood from outside 
the suburban area. 


And that to turn, he says, could lead to 


the use of blood of questionable quality, 
thus Jeopardizing all of tho patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
he finds "objectionable" tho philosophy 
that blood donated by suburban residents 
remains in a suburban blood bank, where 
tho hospital draws Its blood supply. 


Ho feels that donated blood should be 


used wherever it is most needed, and 
that the Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, can fulfill that need. 


RYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to tho Red Cross 
rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that the hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, ho says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on tho. 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting the hospital's supply. 


Ryon points out that Palatine residents 
ire the second biggest user of Northwest 
Community Hospital, constituting 16 per 
cent of its patients. 


Village Leads 
In Home Starts 


Schaumburg leads the metropolitan 


area to the number of new homes started 
through September of this year. The vil- 
lage reported 1,133 new home starts. 


The City of Chicago followed Stftaum- 


burg with 1,099 homes started. Last year 
Chicago topped Schaumburg with per- 
mits Issued for 1,947 homes compared to 
the village's 1,034. 


All figure quoted are from the survey 


of building done by Bell Federal Savings 
and Loan Association. 


Permits for all construction also in- 


dicate Schaumburg leads the other sub- 
urbs to dollar volume. Schaumburg re- 
ports $19.8 million to construction. Oak 
Lawn, reporting $3.» million, Is the clos- 
est competitor, with Hoffman Estates, 
$3.8 million, and Wheeling, $3.07 million, 
third and fourth. 


Chicago reports the highest amount of 


dollar volume with $81.9 million to total 
construction. 


In number of apartment permits issued 


to September, Schaumburg also leads the 
metropolitan area wlth'496. Woodridge is 
seootd with 304, and Hoffman Estates 
third with 338. Chicago reports 87 apart- 
ment permits luued. 


"We're not worried about small blood 


drives to offices or schools," he said. 
"But Palatine may be big enough to 
have an effect on us" and diverting Pal- 
atine blood to tho Red Cross "could 
create a serious shortage" at Northwest. 


If 4 per cent of tho Palatine residents 


donate a pint of blood each to the Red 
Cross,, the total donation would be more 
than 1,000 pints. 


That along would have an adverse ef- 


fect on the hospital, but what concerns 
Ryon more is the loss of a potential 
26,000 donors. 


Half of the hospital's blood supply Is 


obtained by relatives of patients replac- 
ing the amount used by the patient » 
• 


IF 4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a pint of blood, ev- 
eryone to the village is .guaranteed aa 
much blood as ho needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "the ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a pint 
of blood." 


Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 


Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael Reese, Henrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where is the blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put Into the 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
either a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint. 


The hospital does not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"We have no way of knowing what the 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be 
blood drawn locally." 


THE REASON, HE said, is that subur- 


ban residents are healthier than toner 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit infection through their blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — is preferable; 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center is dependent on hospitals such as 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and it could encounter a shortage if other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross. 


The City of Rolling Meadows is consid- 


ering Joining the Red Cross program,' 
which also could adversely effect the 
hospital's supply, though not as much be- 
cause the dry is not as large as Palatine. 


Ryon said that a similar 4 per cent do- 


nor program sponsored. by the North 
Suburban Blood Center, which is being 
considered by the Village of Arlington 
Heights, could remove the incentive of 
residents to donate blood to the hospital. • 


"But to that case, at least we would 


get the 4 per cent that's donated," he 
said, "and it would be local blood." 


Health director Dawson says he recom- 


mended that the Village of Palatine asso- 
ciate itself with the Red Cross, rather 
than the North Suburban Blood Center, 
because "the American Red Cross is bet- 
ter equipped to handle a community 
blood drive. 


OTHER BLOOD BANKS could handle 


a small donor program, by a church or 
an office, Dawson said, "but when it 
comes down to the nitty-gritty, they don't 
have the number of mobile units and or- 
ganization that you need when you go 
into a community blood program." 


He also criticized the North Suburban 


concept of obtaining and using blood. 
"The big pitch is you keep suburban 
blood to the suburbs. 


"What objection is there to taking sub- 


urban blood into the city to fill the inner 
city blood needs?" 


As far as replacing blood used at 


Northwest Community Hospital with 
blood obtained by the Red Cross: "The 
processing to insure that the blood is 
high quality is the same by all blood 
agencies," he said. 


Processing can check only 70 to BO per 


cent of the blood sample anyway, Daw- 
son says. "Granted, the paid donor is a 
less desirable physical specimen and 
may be looking for a dollar to buy a 
bottle of wine — he's more likely to have 
hepatitis. 


"But not donor blood (where the donor 


is not paid)." 


"I'll take an Arlington Heights man's 


blood any day, or a Chicago man's blood. 
The thing I'm concerned about is that 
it's donated blood." 


Dawson .said Northwest Community 


Hospital's concern is "the patient." 


And that concern, he said, "isn',t any 


different from the Red Cross' concern."

Firemen had to pump out 
nearly 6,500 gallons of gasoline still in 
the overturned truck, owned by Frank 
Siber of Alslp, before they could right the 
vehicle, Hulett said. The gasoline was 
pumped'into a Standard Oil Co. tanker. 


Hulett said If the fuel had ignited, a 


large explosion could have occurred. 
"That gas would have ignited without the 
foam, the rain, luck, and a lot of guts," 
he said.

The grant per- 
mits Community Service to expand Its 
operations to provide mental health care 
to Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships. 
Roadhouse was hired In June to fill a 


position created when his brother left 
Community Service. 


The Blooms, Brauer, and Roadhouse 


are full-time staff counselors and social 
workers. Dr. Turk will work part-time. 
They will work out of the Community 
Service farmhouse on Biesterfield Road. 


JORDAN ROSEN, executive director 


of Community Service, said, "We are 
very fortunate to have such a variety of 
backgrounds and personalities on the 
staff. It-will enable us to serve our 
clients better." 


Dr. Turk is a long-time resident of the 


Northwest suburbs. He graduated from 
Arlington Heights Township High School 
to 1954. He received his bachelor's de- 
gree from the University of Miami, Ox- 
ford, Ohio, in 1958 and his medical de- 
gree from Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, in 1962. 


Dr. .Turk did not plan to become a psy-

Terada Park. 


Several months later, a large number

Gene Schlickman knows this road well. 
Ho has been down it many times before, 
the coffees, the handshaking, the inter- 
views, the controversies.

THERE 15 EVIDENCE that a certain

Rcapportionment left him in a district 
with barely 20 per cent of the safe area 
where he has been elected four times. 


Then there was his declaration that the 


leaders of his party, President Nixon and 
Gov. Ogilvle, had made a deal with May- 
or Daley to hold off support of Sen. 
McGovern In return for future federal fa- 
vors. 


It infuriated his enemies and disturbed 


his friends. 


But that sort of thing has happened be- 


fore, and Gene Schlickman has been 
elected four times. 


It's different this time. His new district 


has only a piece of his borne territory in 
Arlington Heights. To the east, it Is the 
territory of two other incumbents, fellow 
Republican Robert Juckett of Park 
Ridge and Democrat Aaron Jaffe of 
Skokle, and the latecomer to the cam- 


paign, former Democratic legislator Ed 
Warman of Skokic. 


Juckett and Schlickman are not 


known as close friends, but In this elec- 
tion where many feel that two Demo- 
crats could be elected, they are at least 
going through the motions of sharing 
campaign literature in a united Republi- 
can front 


THERE IS the question of whether 


Gene Schlickman can outpoll one or the 
other Democratic candidate. "If I can 
keep Juckett running with me (getting a 
somewhat even split on what should be a 
higher Republican vote), and if Jaffe bul- 
lets (succeeds in getting three cumula- 
tive votes .from his supporters, cutting 
into Democrat Warman's total), I'm 
OK." 


"If the two Democrats run even and 


Juckett bullets, I'm in trouble." 


You can't escape the feeling that if 


he's "in trouble," well, that's just the 
way it is going to have to be as for as 
Gene Schlickman is concerned. 
\ 


There still are things he wants to do in 


Springfield. But talk about what con- 
cerns him today, at the age of 42, and he 
will mention Ms low practice, his two 
sons in college, and the question of 
whether 13 years in politics, starting as a 
village trustee, might not be enough. 


"I desire to go back to Springfield," he 


says, and he has faithfully followed the 
long grind of the coffees and the "candi- 
dates' nights." But, he points out, there 
still is a |10,000 debt from his bid for 
Congress in 1969 that must be paid off. 


And in his office, he has a chart show- 


Ing how his law practice suffers when he 
is in the midst of a political campaign, 
and how it blooms when he gets time to 
devote all of his time to it 


BUT GENE Schlickman wants to go 


back to Springfield and in the meantime 
he still isn't ducking the controversies. 


"Flooding," he declares, "is every- 


body's fault — including the homeowner, 
for selecting a house on a flood plain. It 
is the fault of public officials for refusing 
to be conscious of the need for plan- 
ning." 


But essentially, the responsibility lies 


with public officials, he emphasizes. 


The answer to flooding, he maintain^, 


lies hi the proper control of how land is 
used. That is why he sponsored legisla- 
tion to create a zoning law study com- 
mission, which would have required ev- 
ery zoning proposal to be related to an 
over-all zoning plan. 


It's why he believes that regional bod- 


ies such as NIPC should at least be able 
to review and comment on local zoning 
plans. 


It's why he sponsored the Flood Plain 


Act of 1970 hi the House, which would 
place restrictions on use of land in flood 
plains. 


It is why he believes construction 


should be halted on flood plains until 
proper zoning Is completed. 


Zoning and planning occur repeatedly 


in conversations with Schlickman, and 
with them come the terms "area-wide" 
and "regional."

Robert S. Juckett: 


Park Ridge Incumbent Led Fight To Oust Speaker Blair

If the Hollywood film biggies ever get 


around to making a movie of W. Clement 
Stone's book, "Success Through a Posi- 
tive Mental Attitude" (PMA, for short), 
Republican State Rep. Robert Juckett 
would be a natural for the lead role. 


Everything about Juckett commu- 


nicates confidence. From his dress (a 
dark bluo tie decorated with little gray 
Republican-type elephants and a gold 
elephant lapel pin) to his cool, deliberate 
manner. 


When asked, for example, If he thought 


the Legislature might refrain from levy- 
Ing any now taxes next year, Juckett 
said, "It's possible. But If I were running 
the government, I'm sure we wouldn't 
have any need for them." 


JUCKETT, of Park Ridge, is running 


for his fourth term in the Illinois General 
Assembly. He currently Is chairman of 
the House Executive Committee, but a 
dispute between him and House Speaker 
W. Blair, R-Park Forest, may put an end 
to that 


Host recently, the argument was over 


Blair's alleged deal to force a bill 
through the House to pay for remodeling 
the speaker's office. 


The story goes that Blah- introduced 


the bill In the House asking for a 1990,000 
appropriation to redecorate the Speak- 
er's office and enclose the legislative 
chambers in gloss. The bill was passed 
lathe House but tabled to the Senate. 


According to Juckett, on the last day of 


the legislative session, Senate Majority 
Leader Cecil Partee, D-CMcago, tacked 
on a $550,000 appropriation for Kennedy- 
King College as an amendment to anoth- 
er bill. In a bargaining session with 
Blob:, Partee allegedly agreed to take 
the redecorating bill out of committee if 
Blah- would guarantee the House would 
pass on Kennedy-King. 


When Juckett found out about what 


was going on, he shouted for recognition 
from the chair. But Democratic leader 
Clyde Choato immediately moved for ad- 
journment. Juckett was Infuriated. 


AT PRESENT, Juckett is leading the 


fight to replace Blair with Majority 
Leader Henry Hyde, R-Chicago, as 
Speaker. If Hyde loses the challenge for 
the speakershlp, however, Juckett could 
lose his post as chairman of the Execu- 
tive Committee. The committee deals 
with matters of public policy and is rec- 
ognized as one of the most influential 
committees to the House. 


Juckett describes himself as a con- 


servative legislator in the main and fa- 
vora local governmental control wher- 
ever possible. His view on the recent 
push by unincorporated Prospect Heights 
to form a city Is a case to point 


The Village of Wheeling is against the 


incorporation, saying it would interfere 
with its total city planning. But Juckett 
disagrees.

"If the people of an area want to be 


incorporated as. . . a city, that's their 
decision to make," he says. "It appears 
that some of these areas (Wheeling) 
want specific things for themselves. I 
hate to see people left stranded by what 
someone else might not want." 


SOME QUESTIONS, however, Juckett 


realizes cannot be solved completely by 
local jurisdiction, and to ,such cases he 
feels state action is called for. One area 
to which this applies is flooding. 


"The question is not to wonder why 


something has happened but to prevent 
its happening to the future," he says. He 
is against a moratorium on building (as 
proposed recently by his running mate, 
State Rep. Eugene Schlickman.) "The 
building Industry is a major factor to the 
economy," he says. "You can't stop all 
building. You've got to have a plan (to 
prevent flooding) and do it properly" he 
said.

Now that Gov. Ogttvte has released 


state funds for flood control,'Juckett said 
he feels the problem will begin to be im- 
proved soon. 


v He also believes to state action to the 
case of O'Hare Airport and.plans 'to ' 
reintroduce a bill to the Legislature this : 
year fof state control of O'Hare. > • , 


The bill would require O'Hare to<give 


notice to city, clerks and local papers of. 
any-changes .'at the airport'that would 
affect the local community. It also would : 


control the noise level of jet planes I tying 
into O'Hare, specifically 747s. 


"There is a possibility that the Legisla- 


ture may authorize a change to the 
(property tax) assessment levels because 
of the noise of the airport, but we'll have 
to go slowly on that," Juckett says. 


He is hesitant about the possibility of a 


third airport "There's a lot to be done at 
Midway before we get a third airport," 
he says. 


JUCKETT also is to favor of local con- 


trol'Wben it comes to the practice of giv- 
ing' one-twelfth of income tax revenues 
back to cities and villages on a per ca- 
pita basis; Jucketthas introduced a bill to ' 
discontinue the practice. 


"This was originally meant to sweeten 


things for the municipalities," .Juckett 
says. "The problem is that we don't get' 
one-twelfth of what the people paid to. 
We just get one-twelfth of the whole kit- 
ty. These are some of the richest areas 
to the state. We're paying for a'greater . 
share for the other areas,*' be says. 
' An example Juckett gives about the in- 
' come tax revenue issue perhaps catches 
his over-all philosophy on local control to 
government "Let the people who aie 
spending the,money raise the,money," ' 
he says'. "If your child .Wants a bike, heU'' 
take'far better care of the bike if he buys ' 
it than if you got out and buy the bike for 
him. My philosophy is that I'm spending 
'my money and your' money and not the 
'state's money.*' 


to flooding, transportation, housing for 
low-income families, all can be associ- 
ated with lack of regional cooperation to 
solving these problems. 


The responsibility for much of this lies 


at the local level, he believes. But contin- 
ued failure to cope with it all, he says,

Some of his battles ore behind bun. 


The Legislature finally accepted his 
parochiald plan, and if portions of it are 
upheld by the Supreme Court, he expects 
the office of the superintendent of public 
instruction to implement it and seek any 
further modifications that are needed. 


Win or lose on Nov. 7, he is ready for 


one more battle yet this year. 


Schlickman declares he is "absolutely 


opposed to increases to pay" for the Leg- 
islature in the lame-duck session that 
will convene Nov. 26. 


There is likely to be considerable to- 


fighting over the pay-raise issue to that 
session. But Gene Schlickman has been 
through that kind of thing before.

The ownership made Mlk- 
va abstain from a bill which 
would have allowed airlines to 
get reimbursed for early re- 
search work on the SST. Mikva 
says he abstained from the vote 
out of conscience and has since 
gotten rid of the United Air Lines 
debentures. 


Another case from the report: 
Mikva has accepted campaign 


contributions frm executives of 
HMH, Inc., publishers of Playboy 
Magazine. The law firm of which 
Mikva was a partner represented 
HMH, as they still do. The firm 
contributes to Mikva's campaign 
funds, despite the fact that he 
supported lower mail subsidies 
and raised magazine postal 
'_ 


rates. He also opposed allowing 
publications to sell their sub- 
scription lists. 


Mikva's voting record shows voting 


patterns which are liberal, generally par- 
ty oriented, but also deeply aligned with 
liberals of either Republican or Demo- 
cratic persuasion.

han has not taken a leave of ab- 
sence while under indictment for 
his role in the Black Panther raid. 


His involvement in that affair 


demonstrates again Hanrahan's 
double standard in applying the 
law. Many of the things he criti- 
cizes about the judicial system, 
when they apply to other defend- 
ants, are the same things he de- 
mands as a defendant in his own 
behalf.

Anonymity 
Has Its Place 


One of the policies which seems to be 


engrained deeply in newspaper tradition 
is that a newspaper shall not reply in 
print to even the most vitriolic letter to 
the editor (unless a correction fa in or- 
der). 


The image of the impartial referee or 


umpire is invoked when you think about 
how the voice of the newspaper regards 
its letters. You might assume we're 
calm, dispassionate and level-headed, 
even under the most vitriolic attack from 
the most vicious letter-writer. 


But thats' only part of the truth. 
Most letters don't bother me (by way 


of explanation, I process all Fence Post 
Letters). The ones with a touch of wit — 
there aren't many of them — are wildly 
amusing, and I imagine a kinship with 
our "veteran" correspondents, such as 
Walter Gates Jr., Peggy Daley Taylor 
and Virginia Sandburg. 


I'm somewhat annoyed, however, with 


persons who ask to have their names 
withheld by request In most cases it is a 
protection we freely and gladly offer; in 
a few cases, the reader is displaying a 
disturbing fear of his neighbors or even a 
fear in the credibility of his own opinion. 


My ulcer throbs, however, when an in- 


teresting letters ends with a cryptic sig- 
nature as "A Not So Heartless Construc- 
tion Worker's Wife," "Joe," "Resident of 
Ivy Hill," "An Anonymous Mother" or 
"A Concerned Citizen of Buffalo Grove." 


Quite often, these anonymous corre- 


spondents have something to say, but 
they won't sign their names or offer an 
address. Thus, we won't print their let- 
ters. 


When a reader refuses to offer any 


identification, it represents to me one of 
two things. Either the reader consciously

NEW YORK (UPI) - WaU Street long 


has been credited with the power to 
make and break presidential candidates. 
That no longer is true, according to John 
L. Loeb Jr., co-managing partner of 
Loeb, Rboades It Co., New York. And he 
baa the credentials to make such a state- 
ment Loeb, Rboades, a large Investment 
banking and brokerage house, accounted 
for 4 per cent of the'New York Stock 
Exchange volume last year. And his 
grandunclo was Herbert H. Lehman, 
Democratic governor and senator for the 
state of New York. 


"Fifty years ago WaU Street certainly 


did Influence politics," said Loeb 
recently at his garden town house in 
Manhattan. "You then had a few men 
with enormous fortunes on Wall Street. 
They had a tight bold on Industry 
through investment and commercial 
banks. They had influence." 


But the Street has changed, says Loeb, 


a tali, darkly handsome man of 42. 
Wealth now is in the hands of In- 
stitutions, such as mutual funds, not Indi- 
viduals. Business, in general, does in- 
fluence politicians, as Loeb sees it But 
it's through individual business leaders 
who have the ability to generate public 
opinion as wen us campaign money. 
They arc respected today just as the in- 
fluential Wall Streeter was respected in 
the 1920s. 


ONCE ACTIVE Democrats, the Loebs 


now are heavily Involved in Republican 
politics. Tho Loebs recently hosted a

Four years ago he was a delegate 
to the Republican National convention. 
This year he agreed to serve as an hon- 
orary rather than regular delegate to 
open up delegation space for more wom- 
en, young people and members of minor-, 
Ity groups. 


ASKED WHAT HE thought about Sen. 


George McGovern's chances in Novem- 
ber, Loeb said be respected the senator 
for winning the nomination by "sheer ef- 
fort and image" but doubted that he 
would win "one out of 10 Wall Street 
votes." He said he thought McGovern 
suffered in the investment community 
because of a "lack of interest in and 
knowledge of" that area. He also thought 
McGovern's emphasis on "tax justice" 
rather than "getting the economy movr 
ing" had turned many business, financial 
and Investment leaders against him. 


"His views," said Loeb, "hark back to 


the Middle Ages when the church would 
excommunicate a man if be made money 
from money. Such an attitude is counter- 
productive to our system."

Before taking out your next installment 


loan, check tho bonks in your area to see 
whether any are offering the latest 
wrinkle to tho business, the "simple in- 
terest installment loan." It can be a sub- 
stantial money saver. 


The easiest way to understand it is to 


begin with what it isn't — the way the 
interest Is charged on consumer loans by 
nearly all banks today. It's called the 
"add-on method." You borrow $1,000 for 
two years, at 7 per cent interest That's 
$70 twice, or $140 which Is added onto the 
amount you owe the bank. 


Work out the arithmetic on this $1,140, 


repaid in 24 monthly Installments, and it 
tuna out that the effective interest rate 
is actually 13.4 per cent 


What it costs to borrow this $1,000, 


however, often doesn't stop there. For 
example, you're a few days late getting 
a payment into the mail. How much you 
can bo charged as a penalty varies, with 
tho law in each stale, but it might typi- 
cally be around $2.80 for each lato pay- 
ment 


THEN, SUPPOSE you find you're 


flush after a few months, and want to 
pay off tho loan. (Bankers say around 
three-fourth of all consumer loons are 
paid off early.) The bank will usually lay 
"tho rule of 78" on you as a method of 
figuring how much interest you save by 
prepaying. 


Say you're paying off tho whole thing 


after two months. Interest for tho two 
years was $140 — divide by 24 and you

get $5.83 a month. So you're all set to be 
charged $11.66 as interest, and get the 
rest of the $140 refunded. 


Nunh-uh, says the bank. According to 


the "rule of 78" you owe $21.93 as inter- 
est, figuring out to a rate of about 17% 
per cent. 


In contrast to all that, the new simple • 


Interest loan works approximately the 
same as a mortgage loan. Interest is fig- 
ured on a dally basis, on the unpaid bal- 
ance of the loan as of the day.

Stock Market Meanders As Economy Surges 


Despite the economy's recent strong 


performance, the stock market continues 
to meander as investor attitudes are 
apparently being dominated by a gnaw- 
ing uncertainty which has made the mar- 
ket sensitive to bad news. 


Economists at Chicago's Northern 


Trust Bank note that the stepped-up 
bombing in Vietnam, the international 
monetary flare-up, nomination of. Sen. 
McGovern, and the recent rise in interest 
rotes have all had negative effects on the 
market. 


The most basic investor concern,

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Mid-Suburban Cross Country 
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Hersey Wins Meet, Fremd 
Wins The Championship

Both the surprising and the expected 


occurred Saturday as the Mid-Suburban. 
League cross country season came to a 
close. 


The surprising was. that Hersey, not 


Fremd, won the conference meet on a 
cold, rainy morning over a three-mile 
course at the Union 78 Oil Co. grounds 
near Hoffman Estates. 


The expected Is that Fremd never- 


theless is the MSL season champion — 
and that Arnle Jackson of Schaumburg 
had little trouble In keeping his personal 
record perfect, winning the race by a 
healthy Margin. 


The Vikings of Fremd had a big advan- 


tage going Into the meet, and as It turned 
out they needed every bit of It — al- 
though mott forecasters didn't think they 
would. Fraud's ace in the hole was its 
11-0 league record la dual meets, which 
account for 80 per cent of the final stand- 
Ings. 


Hersey was only 8-2-1, tied for third 


place, In dual.moots and thus could not 
have won the overall title unless Fremd 
finished lower than second In the confer- 
ence meet. And at that, it came pretty 
close to happening. Fremd was only five 
points ahead of third-place Palatine Sat- 
urday (78-83), winning the overall crown 
by that scant margin. Hersey took the 
meet surprisingly easily with just 55 
points. 


Actually, the Huskies had been figured 


as a serious threat since a week earlier 
when they finished second in a power- 
packed Invitational at Mottoon. 


Arlington, steadily Improving and with 


fine balance, was fourth Saturday and 
fourth overall, as Palatine was third on 
both counts. 


All of the top four MSL teams are 


ranked among the best eight In the state, 
making the league the strongest in Dli- 
noli In cross country — and probably the 
best In the country. (This state has bet- 
ter times, for the most part, than any 
other). 


Jackson, enjoying a fabulous season as 


a junior and probably one of the top 
three harriers In the state, dominated 
this meet as he has every other he has 
entered this year. He might not be beat- 
en until the state final, when he goes up 
against the best dltance runner in 'the 
country, Craig Virgin of Lebanonon. 
Jackson, "slowed" a bit by Saturday's 
horrible weather conditions, settled for a 
15:34 time. (He has been under 15 mln- 
utes, incredibly, for three miles). 


Following a good distance behind, but 


hi close order and also with excellent 
times considering the wetness and cold, 
were Elk Grove's Brian Powell, Forest 
View's Jim .Wise, Heney's Jay 
McCarthy and Arlington's Neil Baseman. 


The gap between Hersey and Fremd 


was not really as wide as the point totals 
would indicate, since the Vikings main 
pack of runners were not too far behind • 
the Huskies' (minus the top runners for 
each squad). But as Fremd coach Ron 
Menely lamented, "We never had the 
leader we needed to bring the whole 
group up."

Forget This One; Saxons Fall To Glenbard

Let's be kind and just say the Schaum- 


burg-GIenbard North game in tho rain 
and cold Saturday afternoon will not go 
down as one of the classic prep gridiron 
battles. 


The sooner the Saxons can forget the 


7-0 loss, the better. The only thing it will 
be remembered for is futility — and by 
those with a sense of humor. 


There isn't much more you can say 


about a game which saw visiting Glen- 
bard get only two first downs all day 
(one by penalty) and still win; each 
team complete just ono pass (Glenbard's 
went for the only score); a total of 16 
fumbles and 12 punts. 


The loss had to hurt Schaumburg even 


more than aa ordinary defeat for two 
reason*. Glenbard North, perennial door- 
mat of the Mid-Suburban League, figured 
to be the team most likely for Schaum- 
burg to beat this season. 


And what must cat at the Saxons even 


more is that they outplayed tho Panthers 
most of tho afternoon (even though not 
playing very well), only to see their scor- 
ing opportunities go tho way of the water 


and mud around the field .. . down the 
drain. 


The hosts managed six first downs to 


the guests' two and outgalned Glenbard 
on the ground by a healthy margin of 109 
yards to 24 — and in total yardage by 121 
to 58. 


Yet, as many a coach has pointed out, 


statistics don't win games. And the 
Schaumburg plight can be easily ex- 
plained by a quick glance at just one cat- 
egory — fumbles. The Saxons did so sev- 
en times, losing four as the slippery pig- 
skin was as hard to hong on to as a 
greased pig.

Meeting'd To Death 


"I'm being mccting'd to death!" This 


is tho familiar November cry of those 
who, in September, volunteered for any 
number of activities. It isn't restricted to 
jcompulsivo volunteers, or to Joiners, but 
is a legitimate complaint of almost any- 
one who offered to do anything of a vol- 
unteer nature. 


I have found myself In this situation 


frequently, but today tho problem 
reached Its dramatic height when I spent 
five hours in a "required" scout leader 
meeting that turned out to have nothing 
to do with tho service for which I had 
volunteered. 


I don't mean to pick on scouting. It 


has happened to mo — in varying do» 
grew — everywhere that I havo offered 
to do anything. U has happened In PTA 
and church groups. I'm sure that others 
giving their Ume to other activities have 
had tho same experience. . 


MOST PEOPLE who get Involved In 


these kinds of service decide just how 
much timo they havo to give. Then they 
look to see what the job demands to 
terms of practice sessions, outings, or or- 
ganization functions. Then they take on 
what they feel they can. It Is after they 
get involved and discover that unsche- 
duled meetings, meetings to plan meet- 
ings and meetings to rehash meetings 
ore part of the job that they become 
frustrated and often »ay, "Never again!" 


In my own case with this particular 


scouting Incident, tho job for which I bad 
volunteered will take about an hour and 
a half a month. Since the troop is start- 
ing late, I will put in seven months. Sev- 
en months at one and a half hours comes 
out to 1014 hours. Having spent an addi- 
tional five hours in a meeting today 
(whether relevant or not) sort of puts the 
actual volunteer activity in a lessened 
perspective. 


A friend of mine, trying to recruit pa- 


rental help for a PTA-spoosored safety 
program, was exasperated by the 
frequent response, "I've already put in 
my time. Lot someone else do it." 


I KNOW these people have put in their 


time. They volunteered and then wound 
up being pressured to give more time 
than they actually had — to meetings. It 
is no wonder they have had their fill. 


On the way back from my meeting to- 


day, some thoughts about useless meet- 
Ings in general occurred to me. One is 
that they too often kill spontaneous crea- 
tivity — particularly when the volunteer 
activity Involves children. 


Meetings are also contributing to our 


paper explosion. There are minutes to 
be taken and reports to be filled out, 
mailed and filed. More meetings are re- 
cycled than waste paper, and pollution 
Isn't as much of a problem as the endless 
meetings about it 


I have spent this short while wondering 


about the "why" of so many meetings. 
•About the best answer I can come up 
with is pretty obvious to me. Meetings 
seem to be a good excuse not to "do." 


Stamps And The Retailer

Are trading stamps really a rip-off, as 


many consumers complain? 


Not necessarily. 
The consumer in the end is probably 


supporting the trading stamp structure, 
but in a very Indirect way, much as the 
taxpayer, in the long run, supports the 
U. S. defense program, although it would 
be nearly impossible to trace the cost of 
a new B-52 back to John Doe's taxes. 


And this comparison is not at all un- 


realistic, considering that Sperry and 
Hutchlnson, the largest trading stamp 
company, annually prints four times the 
number of postage stamps issued by the 
U.S. Post Office — more than ISO billion 
"green stamps." 


But, to say that a consumer who pa- 


tronizes a store that gives stamps is pay- 
ing for the stamps through higher prices 
is an oversimplification that can easily 
be refuted. 


IF ANYBODY is being drained by the 


stamp syndrome, it's the retailer, who 
must constantly siphon off an ever-in- 
creasing amount of his profits to the 
stamp company in order to provide what 
his customers demand. 


"Merchants don't want us," said Ron 


Bupp, district manager of Sperry and 
Hutchlnson. "But then- customers do." 
The president of the National Tea Co. 
told Fortune magazine, "We fought 
stamps with everything we had before 
we capitulated. But women believe in 
them..." 


Stamps are a "promotional narcotic" 


in the opinion of William Newby, public 
relations director at the Jewel Tea Co., 
which does not give stamps. "Once you 
start giving stamps, you can't stop giv- 
ing them," Newby said. 


The way it works Is that a retailer 


pays S&H a license fee to use the 
stamps. This fee amounts to 2Mr per cent 
of the retailer's .gross volume. As his vol- 
ume increases — which is the purpose of 
the stamps — the fee increases .pro- 
portionately. This cost, along with other 
advertising and overhead, the retailer 
must pay out of his gross profits. As his 
costs go up and his margin of profit de- 
creases, he might be tempted to raise his 
prices. 


BUT IT WOULD quickly become ob- 


vious if a stamp-giving retailer bad high- 
er prices than his competitors, Bupp 
said, and most consumers would not tol- 
erate* It, even for green stamps. He 
pointed to the many studies 'by govern- 
ment, universities, and private research 
organizations which have Indicated that 
there is no difference between prices in 
stamp and non-stamp stores. 


One such study, by Louis Harris, fo- 


cused on prices in the Chicago food 
market before and after stamps were in- 
troduced and concluded that the change 
in prices was exactly the same for both 
stamp and non-stamp stores. Another 
study, by Prof. Nell M. Ford at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, published in 1970, 
concluded that stamps have no effect on 
gasoline prices. 


Moreover, if a store drops stamps, as 


some have done recently, it does not nec- 
essarily result in reduced prices. It is 
done to check erosion of the retailer's 
profit margin, or to free funds for other 
purposes — perhaps to channel that mon- 
ey Into other kinds of advertising and 
promotion. Prof. Harold W. Fox of 
Northern Illinois University said in his 
book, "The Economics of Trading 
Stamps," that when stamps are dis- 
continued, they are not likely to be re- 
placed by lasting price reductions. 


BUT, JEWEL'S Newby counters, 


stamps are "a fixed cost that is double 
the store's net; profit." And the food in- 
dustry, which accounts for 55 per cent of 
stamp revenue, this year realized a net 
profit of less than one per cent _ 


"Stamps differ from other promotional 


devices In their, direct cost relation to 
sales," Newby said. "While with print 
and'media advertising the cost goes 
down as sales go up, with stamps the 
cost goes up as sales go up." He added 
that tin necessity of continuing stamps 
limits the flexibility of a store's promo- 
tional program. This is an "added cost of 
doing business which has to bd reflected 
in product price," he said. 


That stamps are an. additional cost to 


retailers is ironically emphasized in an 
S&H brochure, which points out that 
stamps are not a substitute for advertis- 
ing, but that they "are something to be 
advertised." 


In order to break even on his in- 


vestment in stamps, a retailer with a 
profit of 30 per cent would need a sales 
volume increase of 7.1 per cent A super- 
market, with less than one per cent prof- 
it, "might need as high as a 15 per cent 
Increase," according to S&H estimates. 
"A typical department store," S&H says, 
"might need up to six per cent more vol. 
ume." In order to profit, of course, the 
stores must increase business even 
more. 


WITH FOOD PRICES soaring on the 


wholesale as well as retail market — and 
with the onslaught of discount food stores 
— a number of super market chains 
have dropped stamps at least hi some 
areas. Acme Markets, Inc. dropped S&H 
stamps in Philadelphia "because the 
company felt that stamps were no longer 
an effective promotional device," accord- 
ing to George L. Beiswinger, director of 
communications. 


"Grand Union supermarkets stopped 


giving S&H stamps in the Washington, D. 
C., area because of the price squeeze and 
the 'sophisticated market,'" according 
to a report in the Wall Street Journal 


The Trading Stamp Institute of Amer- 


ica reported in June that overall stamp 
volume has been dropping from over $900 
million four years ago. In the food in- 
dustry alone, stamp revenue fell $90 mil- 
lion, from $540 million in 1968 to $450 mil- 
lion in 1971. While 65 per cent of the na- 
tion's supermarkets gave stamps in 1963, 
by 1970 the figure was down to 40 per 
cent 
i 


THE INSTITUTE blames the economy 


and discount food stores. In 1971 the 
Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea Co. expe- 
rienced its worst fiscal year since the 
company went public In 1968. In a last 
ditch effort to save itself from ruin, the 
largest food store chain in the country 
began converting to the discount "WEO" 
format, a low-profit high-volume concept 


According to Business Week, the WEO 


stores are operating on a 9 to 13 per cent 
profit margin, while non-discount stores 
have a 21 per cent profit margin. This 
has precipitated a food war, with stamps 
a victim in some cases. 


But the outlook for S&H is still in- 


finitely better than it is for A&P. In the 
fourth quarter of last year A&P sus- 
tained a net loss of $1.6 million — and 
predicted a first quarter loss this year of 
$22 million. The company's sales are up 
dramatically, but the changeover has 
been costly and there is a question as to 
whether "WEO" will be able to maintain 
its discount prices. Meanwhile, S&H in 
1971 netted some $19 million on stamps, 
down only a fraction from 1970.

CANTON, China (UPI - "Women sup- 


port half the sky. We earn together, and 
we spend together." 


This is the ideal of "women's lib" in 


China today, as expressed by Cheng 
Sung-ken, a leading member of the Revo- 
lutionary Committee at the Hsinhua 
(New China) commune near Canton. 


And oo a 19-day tour of the country 


this summer a group of UPI executives 
did come to the conclusion that women in 
China ara equal — at least hi the work- 
ing area. 


The vast majority do the same job as 


men, In the' factories and on the vast 
communal farms. Women even dress as 
men — or vice versa — in the universal 
unisex outfit seen everywhere in the 
country. 


Fang Kul-mel is a factory worker. She 


has worked in textile mills since the age 
of 12, under the old regime and under the 
new. She is now 49 and makes 78 yuan 
($31) a month, two yuan (BO cents) mora 
than her husband at the Peking No. 9 
textile mm In the Chinese capital 


With their three sons of 14,12 and 9, 


she and her husband'live in an apart- 
ment of two rooms, plus shared kitchen 
and a flush toilet, on the top floor of one 
of the three-story apartment bouses on 
the factory grounds. 
., * 


MRS. FANG works the middle shift be. 


ginning at 2:30 p.m. Her husband, Yang 
Shu-tang, works days. Most of the Ume 
she cooks at home for the family, al- 
though they can easily and cheaply eat 
at the factory canteen. 


Both come to the factory hi 1956 from 


Shantung province in northeast China 
where they met and married. They have 
taken their children back several times. 


A pleasant, brown-faced woman, Mrs. 


Fang has decorated her living room with 
scenic pictures of mountains--and 
streams along with the picture of Chair* 
man Mao Tse-tung and one frame o! 
family snapshots. 


The room has couches and chairs, but 


doubles as a sleeping room. The bedroom 
has a bed, two wardrobes, a.small dress- • 
er and a sewing machine. The kitchen 
has a two-gas burner and a sink sup- 
ported by bricks. She'shares it with an- 
other family. 


The building and apartment are clean, 


although the floors ara of cement.

Prof. Ling Chlao-cht is a noted woman 


doctor, head of the department of obstet- 
rics and gynecology at Peking Capital 
Hospital, a leader in the birth control 
movement and a member of the standing 
committee of the National Peoples Con- 
gress. 


She started at the hospital as a medi- 


cal student in 1921 when it was the Pek- 
ing Union Medical College run by the 
Rockefeller Foundation and was gradu- 
ated in 1927, one of two women hi a class 
of 16. She was at the University of Chi- 
cago in 1939-40, and her English is ex- 
cellent 


A wispy, energetic woman of 71, she 


has 44 doctors on her staff and all but 
five are women, a far different situation 
than when she began studying medicine 
and women were barred from leading po- 
sitions. About half the doctors in China 
are now women, she said.

"The women in New China ara much 


better off," she says, her eyes sparkling. 
She has maintained contact with a few 
colleagues outside China — "More are 
writing me now." 
" IN SOOCHOW,' one of the garden cities 
ofrChlne; 30^ear-old Chen Yu-ing,and her 
5tyeai*>ld son live'with'her parents. She 
is an English interpreter for the China 
TraveliService. Her husband is an engi- 


neer in Wuhan, and they have lived 
apart for five years. 


The correspondents of the official 


Hsinhua (New China) News Agency often 
do not take their wives when they ara 
sent abroad. 


Wei Shu-lin runs a factory. She has 


headed the Revolutionary Committee of 
11 members at the Peking Arts and 
Crafts factory for the past six years. A 
businesslike woman in her 40s, she wears 
the usual white blouse and trousers. The 
factory makes fine art objects — jade 
and Ivory carvings, makes lacquer ware 
and cloisonnerie and does traditional 
paintings. 
' 


Most of China's women are among the 


80 per cent of the population who live in 
the countryside outside the cities. Tra- 
ditonally, they have worked,but now 
things ara better. No longer are poor 
peasant girls sold in the cities as pros- 
titues nor are they the concubines of rich 
landlords; The landlords are gone. 


Tung Shiao-nrel,-44, lives on the Tang 


Wan Peoples Commune'half an hour's 
drive from Shanghai. ~ 


THERE ARE' 5,400 households there 


and 23,000 persons. 


Mrs. Tung works in tbt rice fields

peak In popularity (at least the first time 
around) to the mld-1920's.

John Held Jr., a noted cartoonist of the 
day, dressed all of his male characters 
to baggy trousers. The girls wore flapper 
costumes. It wasn't as common to the

Dear Dr. Lamb — I have colitis and 


my doctor did not give me a diet. He 
said cat whatever I want and eliminate 
whatever causes trouble. I am 70 years 
old. 


Dear Reader — I receive a lot of let- 


ters on colitis and the problem In an- 
swering them is that colitis is a general 
term. It literally means Inflammation or 
irritation of the colon. This can be asso- 
ciated with constipation which is the 
most common form. These Individuals 
Improve markedly by drinking adequate 
amounts of water or other liquids and 
forming a regular habit (which doesn't 
mean that It is necessary every day). 


I usually recommend that patients do 


this by drinking at least two cups of liq- 
uid at breakfast and more if they toler- 
ate It well and then going to the bath- 
room Immediately after breakfast and 
sitting for a reasonable length of time or 
until they feel the urge. By continuing 
this practice dally, many individuals will 
develop a more regular habit. 


For this type of colitis it is important 


to Increase the amount of roughage In 
the diet which includes vegetables and 
foods containing bulk such as cereals, 
with less emphasis on high calorie, low 
bulk foods such as sweets, candles, cakes 
and starch foods. 


OTHER PEOPLE who are told they 


have colitis have an overactive colon 
which causes recurrent bouts of diarrhea 
and sometimes excessive gas formation. 
These individuals havo a somewhat dif- 
ferent problem and may need a bland 
diet often containing soft foods.

Incredible letter went right on to spell 
out the one duty involved in the honor or 
being an official advisor of American 
Christian College:

"Our bank account is very low at the 


present tune and I must find approxi- 
mately $35,000v to pay some overdue 
bills," elucidated the Dean. "If you could 
send us a check for $10,125, $50, $100, or 
$250 today . . . Our seven-man board of 
regents is anxiously awaiting your re- 
ply." 


If devout Jews are appalled by such 


methods, so indeed are Christians of in- 
tegrity — as they observe the increas- 
ingly widespread degradation of honor- 
ary degrees and trustee posts to the level 
of barter for fund raising purposes. 


THERE ARE WAYS of countering this 


— if enough proposed recipients of such 
"honors" can summon enough character 
to resist As an example, one bishop re- 
ceived a letter informing him of the in- 
tention of Daniel,Baker College (near 
Dallas) to award him the1 degree of doc- 
tor of divinity at their forthcoming com- 
mencement. 


In the very next paragraph of this let- 


ter, the bishop was informed of yet an- 
other honor: he had been appointed 
chairman of his state's committee to 
raise $25,000 for Daniel Baker College. 


The bishop Immediately wrote back to 


inform the college that he would be de- 
lighted to accept both honors — with the 


understanding, of course, that 10 trustees 
of Daniel Baker College would serve as a 
committee to raise $100,000 for his area's 
mission churches — payable any time 
before commencement day. 


He never again heard from Daniel 


Baker College — which subsequently 
went deservedly defunct 


IN NORFOLK, VA.. a waterfront su- 


perintendent named William Dyson, a 
former pastor of several Baptist and 
Christian Methodist Episcopal churches, 
announced bis establishment 
of the 


"American Academy of Clergymen," ex- 
plaining that "Many are nominated but 
few chosen and given the opportunity to 
use the Academy seal." 


Dyson has subsequently expressed con- 


siderable chagrin that only two dozen of 
the first 100 "chosen" clergy accepted 
the honor (at dues of $90 — for the first 
year). 


An equally enterprising (if non-profit) 


methodology was developed by the RL

op of New Jersey. Until the Episcopal 
Church Annual informed him of their re- 
fusal to print such degrees, Bishop Ban- 
yard was honoring selected clergy with 
the degree of "Doctor of Divinity In The 
College of Brotherly Love."'

IT IS ENTIRELY true that some indi- 


viduals will learn by experience that 
there are certain foods that they can't 
tolerate and all of these, of course, 
should be avoided. This may mean tak- 
ing vitamin pills to make sure that there 
is no vitamin deficiency. People who 
can't tolerate milk will need to consider 
obtaining calcium supplements. 


In letters from readers I detect there 


is some confusion on the use of raw 
fruits. While they may be irritating to 
some people who have an overactive co- 
lon which is one form of colitis, they are 
helpful for individuals who have the con- 
stipation colitis. Raw fruit and even 
some cooked fruit, for example prunes, 
often help in maintaining good bowel 
function.

weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve Into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of incumbent members'of Con- 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young in the 
newly drawn 10th District '

He voted with the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per 
cent Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans 


for Constitutional Action and 14 
per cent from liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action. 
". . . Crane has opposed all 


major anti-war bills in the last 
two years. He voted against pro- 
hibiting involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after

15-Acre Site Here 
OKd For Senior 
Citizen Housing 


A 15-acro site south of the Grove shop-' 


ping center was approved for rczonlng 
Thursday by the Elk Grove Village Plan 
Commission paving the way for a $4.5 
million housing development for the el- 
derly. 


The 
commissioners unanimously 


passed a recommendation that the pro- 
perty be rezoned from business to special 
use multiple-family dwellings. The rec- 
ommendation will now be forwarded to 
the village board of trustees for action. 


If tho trustees approve the rczonlng, 


Myers Associates, developer of the prop- 
erty, then must seek approval of site and 
building plans for the project before con- 
struction starts. 


Bill Shannon, chairman of the plan 


commission, said the possibility of tho 
site being developed as commercial 
property was "nil," and tho housing 
complex for the elderly was a good use. 
Ho said, "This (housing project) will act 
as a good buffer property between tho 
shopping center and the residential 
area." 


Tho proposed housing project includes 


some 300 one-bedroom and efficiency 
townhouse apartments In clusters with 
parking around the perimeter. Persons 
must be at least 62 years old to be eli- 
gible to live In the development. 


ONE-BEDROOM units woulB rent 


for about $195,-and efficiency rentals 
would be about $165 per month. Marvin 
Myers, the developer, said a federal rent 
subsidy program would be incorporated 
in the development to enable senior dti- 
iens who move into the project to contin- 
ue to live there even though rents may 
rise with inflation. 


Myers said under, the program a 


couple with'a total income of $320 per 
month under Social Security could live in 
a one-bedroom apartment for $80 per 
month, and a'couple whose total monthly 
Income was $600, would rent the same 
apartment for $135. 


He said a credit check would be per- 


formed on all applicants to live in the 
apartment complex before acceptance.

Of Counselors

It la an unusual combination of people; 


Dr. Charles Turk, psychiatrist; Rick and 
Dane Bloom, husband and wife team; 
Bill Brauor, former Presbyterian min- 
ister; and John Roadhouse, former law- 
yer. Together they make up the recently 
hired staff at Elk Grove Village Commu- 
nity Service. 


Dr. Turk, the Blooms, and Brauer 


were hired In August under a special 
152,000 grant from the Illinois Depart* 
ment of Mental Health. The grant per- 
mits Community Service to expand its 
operations to provide mental health care 
to Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships. 


Roadhouse was hired In Juno to fill a 


position created when his brother left 
Community Service. ' 


The Blooms, Brauer, and Roadhouso 


are full-tlmo staff counselors and social 
workers. Dr. Turk will work part-time. 
They will work out of the Community 
Service farmhouse on Blesterfleld Road. 


JORDAN ROSEN, executive director 


of Community Service, said, "Wo arc 
very fortunate to have such a variety of 
backgrounds and personalities on the 
staff. It will enable us to serve our 
clients better." 


Dr. Turk is a long-time resident of tho 


Northwest suburbs. Ho graduated from 
Arlington Heights Township High School 
in 19M. He received his bachelor's de- 
gree from the University of Miami, Ox- 
ford, Ohio, in 1058 and his medical de- 
gree from Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, hi 1962. 


Dr. Turk did not plan to become a psy- 


chiatrist 
when he entered medical 


school, but ho gradually became Inter- 
ested in the field. 


"I toyed with the Idea of psychiatry as 


a medical student," said Dr. Turk. As an 
Intern ho became concerned with, as he 
put it, "tho total problems of tho patient. 
They would get better physically, only to 
go back to something that pained them." 


HE DECIDED to become a psy- 


chiatrist after ho himself received help 
for personal problems through counseling 
and therapy. 


Rick and Diane Bloom plan to do co- 


therapy at Community Service. In co- 
therapy, two therapists work together on 
a single case. 


Co-therapy can present serious prob- 


lems If the therapists do not agree on tho 
counseling a client should receive, but 
Rick predicts he and Diane will not havo 
this problem: 


"We have never seriously disagreed on 


a case. Wo had similar training and 
backgrounds. Wo were under the same 
therapist at the samo school. Much of 
our relationship is based on our work. 
We enjoy working together. 


The couple has been married for al- 


most two years. They met while they 
were both graduate students at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, where they both re- 
ceived master's degrees lost December. 


AFTER THEY graduated, Rick and 


Diane worked for six months In a Los 
Angeles center for juvenile delinquents, 
emotionally disturbed and 
mentally 


handicapped youths. 


They left Los Angeles because they 


found work at the center frustrating: 
"Treatment wasn't voluntary. "We didn't 
have tho families willing to come In for 
counseling."

"I found myself doing more and more 


counseling work. I was more Interested 
in the 
emotional consequences of 


people's conflicts than the legal con- 
sequences," said Roadhouse. 


Ho decided to get formal training In 


therapy since he felt he would be, "more 
important as a social worker than a law- 
yer — and there are restrictions on a 
lawyer trying to do social work." 


Roadhouse attended tho Boston Family 


Institute for two years before starting 
work at Community Service. 


His break with the legal profession has 


been complete. If any of his clients have 
a legal problem or question, "I refer 
them to legal service or a lawyer," said 
Roadhouse.

Schaumburg, served on the board as an 
appointee to August of 1968 until her 
election to a three-year term in April of 
1969. 


Her term expired lost April and she 


chose not to run for reelection. 


Along with four other aspirants, Mrs. 


Hannon met with board members for a 
private interview hi an executive session 
deliberation during Thursday's school 
board meeting. 


Others Interviewed were Connie 


Schoeld, 674 Parkview Ln., Hoffman Es- 
tates; Edward Mozal, 1103 Lowell Ln., 
Schaumburg; Mary Lou Ghannam, 385 
Newport Rd., Hoffman Estates, and Ma- 
rilee Halpin, 111 Brixham PL, Schaum- 
burg. 


Mrs. Hannon said she plans to run for 


reelection this April and added that she 
greatly missed 'serving on the board 
since her-term expired. 


"I miss the challenge," she said. 
"The fact that five people .were inter- 


ested in applying for appointment is a 
good sign for this April's school board 
election," she added. 


MRS. HANNON said she is interested 


in creating a better understanding be- 
tween board and people in the district "I 
would like to work for an exchange of 
I n f o r m a t i o n between residents and 
board," she said. 


"I am also concerned about Gov. Rich- 


ard Ogilvle's proposal to freeze local tax 
levies. This could be disastrous to our 
school district and the only way we could 
survive would be to cut services; an im- 
possible task." she added. 


A graduate of Northeastern Illinois 


State Teachers College, she holds a'bach- 
elor's degree in education. 


As a former member of the board she 


served as secretary and representative 
of the Northwest Education Cooperative. 


Ogilvle's plan to freeze property tax 


revenues will be debated in the state leg- 
islature during a special session Nov. 26. 


The Ogilvie proposal would be based 


on levies used to calculate 1973 tax bills. 


WOODS SAID that since the bulk of the 


real estate property tax is used to fi- 
nance education, any meaningful reduc- 
tion hi property taxes depends on al- 
ternative funding for schools. 


"I would also be concerned about the 


park system," Woods said. "We tend to 
overlook that, despite the fact that 
schools account for 75 per cent of the 
property tax bill, they get around 40 per 
cent of their money from federal and 
state funding. But the park district 
doesn't get federal or state money to pay 
its operating expenses." 


The Village of Arlington Heights gets 8 


per cent of the propety tax money col- 
lected here. 


Included in the governor's proposal is 


an increase in state aid to public schools 
by committing the state's federal reve- 
nue sharing money, $92 million this year 
and $103 million in 1973, to the schools. 


After a year of discussion on recom- 


mended changes by staff personnel, sev- 
eral trustees at a committee meeting this 
week said that, in general, the BOCA 
code was the best available for the vil- 
lage, 


"The BOCA code is a collection of the 


advice and counsel of a lot of people, and 
to take the advice of just our people 
would not be good," Trustee Ed Kenna 
said. 


He said the additions suggested by the 


staff, if adopted, would be the first major 
modification of the BOCA code for Elk 
Grove Village. 


In regard to installing sprinkler sys- 


tems hi industrial buildings, Kenna said 
he felt implementing the staff's sugges- 
tions would only "encourage poor con- 
struction." 


"I'm for BOCA hands down," he said. 


"I don't see any value hi changing the 
sprinkler requirements; it's counter- 
productive." 


Concerning other major area of fire 


protection systems, such as fire walls, 
the concensus of the trustees seemed to 
be to adopt BOCA's requirements over 
staff proposals. 


The trustees did recommend that de- 


vices for heat and smoke detection be 
required in all residential housing. 


The BOCA code is one of the four na- 


tionally recognized building codes. It is a 
performance-oriented code in that it 
doesn't specify materials for buildings, 
but rather what performance standards 
any materials used must meet. 


The village building code is revised ev- 


ery five years. 


Schaumburg Twp. Library 
Now Open To The Public 


The Schaumburg Township Public Li- 


brary is now open to the public. 


"It's 17 months since construction of 


the new wings began and five months 
later it was to have been completed, but 
we are pleased to be moved in," said 
librarian Michael Madden. 


Madden said children's and adult's sec- 


tions are open and stacked with books 
and reading areas are furnished. 


During the last weeks of moving and 


construction, library patrons could not 
browse for selections. Messengers 
brought books from the new area to the 
older wing where the check-out offices 
were located. 


"THE BUILDING IS all open now, 


and patrons can wander around or sit 
and read," said Madden. 


The parking area has been gravel- 
. topped and parking lot lights installed, 
he added. 


Madden said the original section of the 


library is now empty and separated from 
the new area by a wooden wall. It will be 
remodeled. 
, L i b r a r y patrons may now enter 
through the front door, at 33 Library Ln., 
Schaumburg. 


Some minor construction of behind- 


the-scenes rooms Is 'still being com- 
pleted, but no work is going on in the 


public rooms, said Madden. 


The site is being landscaped and the 


parking areas should be paved shortly. 


The meeting rooms are now available 


to the public. The library is open from 10 
a.m. to 9 p.m. Monday through Friday, 
10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Saturdays and closed 
Sundays. 


Hospital Raps 
Village Blood Plan 


The decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-wide blood drive in con- 
junction with the American Red Cross 
has touched off a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
Community Hospital in Arlington 
Heights.- 


A spokesman for the hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 
the hospital to obtain blood from outside 
the suburban area. 
And that In turn, he says, could lead to 


the use of blood of questionable quality, 
thus jeopardizing all of the patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
he finds "objectionable" the philosophy 
that blood donated try suburban residents 
remains in a suburban blood bank, where 
the hospital draws its blood supply. 


He feels that donated blood should be 


used wherever it is most needed, and 
that the Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, can fulfill that need. 


RYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to the Red Cross 
rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that the hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, he says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on the 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting the hospital's supply. 


Ryon points out that Palatine residents 


are the second biggest user of Northwest 
Community Hospital, constituting 16 per 
cent of Its patients. 
"We're not worried about small blood 


drives in offices or schools," be said. 
"But Palatine may be big enough to 
have an effect on us" and diverting Pal- 
atine blood to the Red Cross "could 
create a serious shortage" at Northwest 


If 4 per cent of the Palatine residents 


donate a pint of blood each to the Red 
Cross, the total donation would be more 
than 1,000 pints. 


That along would have an adverse ef- 


fect on the hospital, but what concerns 
Ryon more is the loss of a potential 
26,000 donors. 


Half of the hospital's blood supply is 


obtained by relatives of patients replac- 
ing the amount used by the patient 


IF 4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a pint of blood, ev- 
eryone in the village is guaranteed as 
much blood as he needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "the ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a pint 
of blood." 


Plan Unit 
OK Indoor 
Tennis Club 


The Elk Grove Village Plan Commis- 


sion has recommended rezonlng a three- 
acre site on the northwest corner of 
Busse Road and Howard Street from 
light Industry to business for a $1 million 
Indoor tennis facility. 


At a public hearing last week, Alfred 


Alschuler, architect'for the developers, 
said the proposed tennis club would have 
eight tennis courts, saunas, sun rooms, 
whirlpools and a pro shop. 


He said his firm, Friedman, Alschuler 


& Sincere of Chicago, has designed sev- 
eral other indoor tennis facilities, in- 
cluding the Skokie Racquet Club. 


Lew Handler, one of four developers, 


said an estimated 1,000 members would 
be joining the private tennis club. Annual 
memberships would be about $30 to $40 
for women, $60 to $75 for men and $100 to 
$125 for families. Court time would cost 
from $12 an hour for prime time to $8 at 
other hours. 


"From my experiences of being in the 


village for 10 years and seeing a growth 
hi recreation, I think there is a need for 
such a facility here," Handler said. He 
said that he hoped the tennis club could 
be opened by late spring or early sum- 
mer. 


Before construction can start, the 'de- 


velopers must obtain a zoning variation 
for parking from the zoning board of ap- 
peals and approval of site plans by the 
plan commission. 


The three other developers of the prop- 


erty are Marc and Henry Auerbach,-and 
Theodora Oppenheim. The four also own 
and operate three bowling alleys, in- 
cluding Elk Grove Bowl In the Park 'N 
Shop center. 


Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 


Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael Reese, Henrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where is the blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put into the 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
either a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint 
. 


The hospital does not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"We have no way of knowing what the 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be 
blood drawn locally." 


THE REASON, HE said, is that subur-. 


ban residents are healthier than inner' 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit infection through their blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — Is preferable, 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center is dependent on hospitals such as 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and it could encounter a shortage if other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross. 
• The City of Rolling Meadows Is consid- 
ering joining the Red.Cross program, 
which also could adversely effect the 
.hospital's supply, though not as much be- 
cause the city is not as large as Palatine. 


Ryon said that a similar 4 per cent do- 


nor program sponsored by the North 
Suburban Blood Center, which is being 
considered by the Village of Arlington 
Heights, could remove the incentive of 
residents to donate blood to the hospital. • 


"But in that case,' at least we would 


get the 4 per cent that's donated," be 
said, "and it would be local blood." 


Health director Dawson says he recom- 


mended that the Village of Palatine asso- 
ciate itself with the Red Cross, rather 
than the North Suburban Blood Center, 
because "the American Red Cross is bet- 
ter equipped to handle a community 
blood drive. 


OTHER BLOOD BANKS could handle 


a small donor program, by a church or 
an office, Dawson said, "but when It 
comes down to the nitty-gritty, they don't 
have the number of mobile units and or- 
ganization that you need when you go 
into a community blood program." 


He also criticized the North Suburban 


concept of obtaining and using blood. 
"The big; pitch is you keep suburban 
blood hi the suburbs. 


"What objection is there to taking sub- 


urban blood into the city to fill the toner 
city blood needs?" 


As far as replacing blood used at 


Northwest Community Hospital with 
blood obtained by the Red Cross: "The 
processing to insure that the blood is 
high quality is the same by all blood 
agencies," he said. 


Processing can check only 70 to 80 per 


cent of the blood sample anyway, Daw- 
son says. "Granted, the paid donor is a 
less desirable physical specimen and 
may be looking for a dollar to buy a 
bottle of wine — he's more likely to have 
hepatitis. 


"But not donor blood (where the donor 


is not paid)." 


"I'll take an Arlington Heights man's 


blood any day, or a Chicago man's blood. 
The thing I'm concerned about Is that 
it's donated blood." 


Dawson said Northwest Community 


Hospital's concern is "the patient" 


And that concern, he said, "isn't any 


different from the Red Cross' concern." 


Bike-A-Thons To Be Held 
In Villages On Saturday 


Blke-a-thons will be held in Elk Grove 


Village and Arlington Heights Sunday as 
part of a nationwide bicycle ride to raise 
funds for the American Cancer Society. 


Thomas Carollo, chairman for the 


Northwest suburban unit of the bike- 
a-thon, said a separate route'will be run 
in each village. In both villages the local 
bicycle club wOl plan the route. 


Policemen will be stationed at all dan- 


gerous intersections. ' 
' The routes are separate because a 
combined route would have'torced riders 
to cross Arlington Heights Road. 


Carollo said that applications for riders 


and sponsors are available at both vil- 
lage halls and at bike shops in the v0-~ 
lage. He said schools in the area will be 
contacted to encourage children to par- 
ticipate.

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Crane, MikvaNot Worried About Nader's Lawmaker Pro files

The Ralph Nader report on member of 


Congress, the long-awaited profile of In- 
cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation'! chief executioner of sacred 
cows, came to light over the weekend 
following what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing.

formation than an evaluation, and initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abncr Mlkva 
is that there is nothing to worry about 


Both Crane and Mlkva told the Herald 


thyo considered tho reporting by Na- 
der's staff to bo generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
tho voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on Individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 18 to 24 pages and delve Into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of Incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young In the 
newly drawn 10th District.

Crane is characterized in the Nader re- 


port as a staunch conservative who is 
enough of an ideologue .to vote against 
majority opinions consistently and who

viewpoints. 


Nader's researchers used 
material 


from Chicago area newspapers and from 
his voting record to draw a picture of a 
Congressman unequivocally opposed to-' 
most social and fiscal legislation as pro- 
posed by urban-oriented or liberal col- 
leagues. 


From the report: 


"Crane voted with the con- 


servative coalition of Republi- 
. cans and southern Democrats 83 
, per cent of the time in 1971. Av- 


erage Republican support was 70 
per cent. He voted with the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per 
cent. Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans 


for Constitutional Action and 14 
per cent from liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action.

• major anti-war bills in the last 


two years. He voted against pro- 
hibiting Involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after 
1971... he voted not to require 
the Secretary of State to furnish 
Congress with information on 
U.S. operations in Laos. He voted 
against a proposal to cut off 
funds for the war after June 1, 
1972 subject to the release of the 
prisoners of war." 


As the report points out, Crane opposes

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Issue Third Citation 
Inspectors Force Riding 
Academy Construction Halt

Inspectors from tho county department' 


of building and zoning forced workmen to 
halt illegal construction at the Wedge* 
wood Riding Academy Friday. 


Work at the silo on Milwaukee Avenue < 


just north of tho village was supposed to 
have stopped when the county issued tho 
owners of tho academy two citations on 
Oct. 12. Workmen, however, continued 
construction until the county Inspectors 
arrived at the site. 


Chief of Inspectors Marvin Davis said 


he chased the workmen from tho site and 
Issued tho riding academy another cita- 
tion. "I told them that If it happened 
again we'd have the sheriff's office ar- 
rest them," Davis said. 


THE RIDING academy had previously 


been cited for building without the prop- 
er permit and for Illegal landfill oper- 
ations. 


Tho county had issued tho owners of 


the academy a temporary permit for ex- 
cavation and foundation work. The owa- 
crs were supposed to bo issued a regular 
building permit before beginning work 
above ground. 


The builder, however, exceeded his 


permit and began erecting the stablo's 
steel framework without obtaining tho 
regular building permit, officials sold. 


WEDGEWOOD was also cited for us. 


ing a quarry on tho site for landfill oper- 
ations without obtaining tho required 
special use permit from tho county. Tho 
quarry, located in tho flood plain, serves 
as a retention basin during heavy rains. 


The citations Issued to the riding 


academy have been sent to the states at- 
torney's office for further action. Assist- 
ant State'* Ally. Jerome Schaln said tho 
citations would bo processed shortly and 
the owners would be asked to comply 
with county codes. Because of a backlog 
of work, Schain said tho riding academy 
would be given between ono and four 
months to meet these requirements. 


Schaln said If the violations were 


merely the result of an honest mistake, 
his office would probably drop charges. 
If, however, the owners arc found to 
have blatantly disregarded county codes, 
Schain said his office would prosecute. 


The riding academy is one of several 


projects being built in the county that 
Wheeling officials have been trying to 
halt. They say these projects, being built 
in the flood plain, will cause increased 


flooding as well as affecting the village 
water and fire services. • 


Village officials have been battling 


with the county for several years trying 
'to establish more control over construc- 
tion hi nearby unincorporated areas. Al- 
though the village has been generally un- 
successful in stopping any of the projects 
from being built, officials have continued 
to file protests with the county.

Legal action to lower real estate taxes of 
flood victims In Prospect Heights has 
been Initiated by the McDonald Creek 
Improvement Committee. 


About 10 members of the committee 


have agreed to hire Bob Karton, attorney 
with Kreger and Karton, to petition tho 
Cook County Board of Appeals to lower 
the assessed valuation on their property. 
They plan to base their cose on evidence 
that the market value of their homo has 
decreased because of the flood problems 
in tho area. 


"We can be a good deal more effective 


if we file our petitions as a group," sold 
Jack GUllgan, chairman of tho com- 
mittee, which Is now an official arm of 
the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA). 


To petition, residents must fill out a 


form listing tax data, Including cost of 
tho house, Improvements and an esti- 
mate of fair market value. GUllgan said 
anyone Interested In Joining the legal ac- 
tion can contact him Deadline for filing 
tho petitions Is Tuesday. 


"Wo called the county lost week and 


they said the deadline was not for sev- 
eral weeks," Glillgan said. "Now they 
tell us It's next week." GUllgan sold rest- 
dents would have to turn in their forms 
to him by Sunday night. 


BESIDES THE FORMS, a resident 


must pay 25 per cent of their total tax 
savings to the attorney if he Is success* 
ful. If he Is not, the cost is nothing. Kar- 
ton said residents must turn in $50 with 
their forms to insure that his fee will be 
paid if he wins the case. The money will 
be held in escrow and returned If Karton 
is not successful. 


"I think I can conceivably reduce your 


assessed valuation by 50 per cent That 
would be a savings of about $500 in 
taxes," Karton told committee members. 
Ho said the lower valuation would stay to 
effect until the next quadrennial assess- 
ment. 


He pointed out that residents can go to 


the Cook County assessor's office and 
request a reduction in valuation. How- 
ever, If the assessor agrees, the reduc- 
tion is good for only one year, Karton 
said. 


Karton explained that once the petition 


is filed, the board of appeals will set a 
date for a pubUc hearing. At the bearing, 
an appraiser hired by the group will tes- 
tify to the marct value of the homes, 
Karton said. He said It is also "advis- 
able" that the individual residents ap- 
pear hi court. He said it might be pos- 
sible to get a hearing before Nov. 7. 


Slope Issue Clarified, Park 
Ice Rinks Get Green Light 


Tho Wheeling Park District once again 


will provide free Ice rinks for local resi- 
dents, despite some confusion about tho 
matter at Thursday night's park board 
meeting. 


At tho meeting, tho board members 


worn told that School Dlst 21 adminis- 
trators would not allow tho rink areas at 
Mark Twain and Eugene Field schools to 
either be saucercd (dug in tho ground) 
or covered with a plastic liner. 


In the past, the park district has had 


some trouble with the school site rinks 
because the land slopes. As a result, tho 
water has run off the rink site and tho 
ice has not formed properly. 


To remedy this problem tho park .dis- 


trict wanted to saucer tho land to pro- 
vido a shallow basin for tho water. Park 
Supt Davo Phillips sold Dlst. 21 adminis- 
trators did not want tho land saucercd 
because It might hold water year-round. 


Phillips also said that tho adminis- 


trators were opposed to using a plastic 
liner to hold tho water because it would 
kill tho grass. 


GIVEN THIS Information, the park 


board members voted not to pursue tho 
possibility of ico skating rinks at tho 
school sites. 


The park district, however, contacted 


tho school district again Friday, and an 
agreement was reached allowing the 
park district to use plastic liners for tho 
rinks. 


According to John Barger, assistant 


superintendent of School Dlst. 21, tho 
park district has agreed to put the liner 
down after the grass dies and to take it 
up before it starts to grow again in tho 
spring. 


Phillips also said that if there was any 


damage to tho tiross, the park district 
would be responsible for rcsecdlng tho 
site. 


There is also a possibility that the park 


district may make a rink at the Nath- 
aniel Hawthorne school. Members of the 
park board will have to vote on the exact 
locations for the rinks at their next meet- 
ing. 


Rinks will also be made available at

in Palatine hear the sounds of a fullpiece 
orchestra come floating out of the base- 
ment of Ken and Karol Shiroy's home.

the Shlreys have managed to restore to 
working condition over the past 10 years. 


The Shirey basement Is literally full of

The Shlreys aren't keeping the hobby 


to themselves. On the last Friday of ev- 
ery month,-Mrs. Shirey holds open house 
for anyone interested in listening to or 
participating Jn the theatrical-organ era. 
Their basement, at least the part that 
isn't usurped by organ pipes, has been 
decorated as an old English pub, com- 
plete with checkered tablecloths. 


MEMENTOES OF bygone theaters 


decorate the small "cafe," entertainment 
area in the basement In the corner, a 
large bowl-shaped chandelier hangs that 
once adorned the Orpheum before it was 
torn down in 1967. On top of the organ 
console, two bricks that were spirited 
away from the Orpheum demolition slto 
mark the dates of that theater, 1914-1967. 


A five-foot gold-colored candelebra 


guards the entrance to the room. Above 
it, a golden cherub watches with hollow 
eyes. It's a replica of the angels that 
ornamented the B and K theater in Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Shirey said. 


The organ player in the family is Mrs. 


Shirey, but her husband, Ken, has been 
instrumental in the long hours of restora- 
tion required to get the organ in top 
shape. 


Besides the organ, the Shireys have a 


console piano with a large player attach- 
ment that allows use of roller music. And 
Shirey adds his saxophone to the en- 
semble. Friday nights bring a drummer 
and other musicians from the area out to 
Palatine for some 1920's tunes. The open 
house begins "anytime after 8," Mrs. 
Shirey said. October's get-together, com- 
ing up Oct. 27, will be a special one, 
since Mrs. Shirey has a birthday to cele- 
brate that week. 


BEFORE THE October open house, 


the Shireys are adding to the organ and 
moving some of the pipes around to 
make room. Bellows, pipes and bells are 
arranged in more than half of the cram- 
med basement. Nestled along the wall, 
the only non-organ equipment stands 
strangely out of place — a washer and 
dryer. 
> 


The sound produced by the organ Is 


created when a key is pressed and air 
from massive bellows is raised through 
the desired pipe. -The key sets off an 
electrical Impulse to set off the particu- 
lar magnet that allows the sound to be 
made. 


Air pressure makes the difference be- 


tween a theatrical organ and the more- 
common church organ. Between TA to 10 
pounds of pressure are required by the 
intricate theatrical organ, while church 
organs usually need only 2V4 to 3 pounds 
to operate, Mrs. Shirey said. 


Besides the traditional pipes, some 


unique effects are possible on the Shirey 
organ. An authentic oo-gah horn off of a 
Model A blasts a warning at the touch of 
a foot. Bkd calls, woodpeckers, rain, 
drums, and sirens all come alive at her 
whim when Mrs. Shirey hits the proper 
shiny chrome ball pedal. 


To have an organ-built like the Shi- 


rey's is today would cost an estimated 
$40,000 to $50,000, Mrs. Shirey said. Its 
shipping bill listed a purchase price of 
$18,000 in 1926. Minor upkeep of the maze 
of pipes takes about one night a week, 
when Shirey and a friend get together to 
work on the organ. 


With the constant attention and repair 


the old musical whiz is getting, the Shi- 
rey organ may be around for another 46 
years. But chances are It won't stay in 
Palatine. It's hard to keep tie "most' 
moved organ" in one spot for long.

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Crane, MikvaNot Worried About Nader's Lawmaker Pro files

The Ralph Nader report on member of 


Congress, (he long-awaited profile of In- 
cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation's chief executioner of sacred 
cows, came to light over the weekend 
following what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing. 


The result Is more a compilation of In- 


formation than an evaluation, and Initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abncr Mlkva 
Is that there Is nothing to worry about. 


Both Crane and Mlkva told the Herald 


thye considered the reporting by Na- 
der's staff to be generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
the voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on Individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were'complled over a period of sev- 
eral months, Including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve Into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of Incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of In- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young In the 
newly drawn 10th District.

Crane is characterized in the Nader re- 


port as a staunch conservative who Is

Nader's researchers .used .material 


from'Chicago area newspapers and from 
his voting record to draw a picture of a 
Congressman unequivocally opposed to- 
most social and fiscal legislation as pro- 
posed by urban-oriented or liberal col- 
leagues. 


From the report: 


"Crane voted with the con- 


servative coalition of Republi- 
cans" and southern Democrats 83 
per cent of the time in 1971. Av- 
erage Republican support was 70 
per cent. He voted with-the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per

cent. Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans

". . . Crane has opposed all 


major anti-war bills in the last 
two years. He voted against pro- 
hibiting Involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after 
1971... he voted not to require 
the Secretary of State to furnish 
Congress with information on 
U.S. operations in Laos. He voted 
against a proposal to cut off 
funds for the war after June 1, 
1972 subject to the release of the 
prisoners of war."

Village To Eye Final Draft 
Of Land Gift Resolution 


The Buffalo Grove Village Board In a 


combined session Tuesday night is set to 
consider the final version of a proposed 
resolution that will determine land or 
cash donations from local developers to 
area school and park districts. 


Tonight's regularly scheduled meeting 


has been moved back because of the Vet- 
erans Day observance. 


Last week, the trustees directed Vil- 


lage Atty. Richard Raysa to draw up the 
resolution based on a Nopervlllo ordi- 
nance. Unlike the Noporville measure, 
the Buffalo Grove resolution will affect 
only developers seeking to annex land 
into tho village. 


The board last week finalized figures 


that will be used In a formula to deter- 
mine tho donations. The formula Is based 
on land value and tho number of children 
expected to be generated from a devel- 
opment. 


THE DONATION, cither In land or 


cash, Is designed to offset the tax lag 
until residents of the development begin 
paying property taxes. 


There may be discussion tonight that 


will lead.to revisions In the proposed res- 
olution because Trustee Jerry Driscoll 
was not present last week when several 
points In the measure were voted on.

Slavin: Revenue Sources Need Study 


The future of revenue sources In Illi- 


nois Is one of tho key issues facing candi- 
dates hfstato elections this year, accord- 
ing to Stephen M. Slavin, Democratic 
candidate for state senator in tho 32nd 
District 


"I think tho entire question of revenue 


must bo reviewed comprehensively," tho 
32-year-old candidate from 
Docrficld 


said. "Wo need a revenue sources com- 
mission to study tho matter." 


AMONG THE STANDS Slavin takes on 


Illinois revenue Is tho elimination of 
sales tax on food, drugs and clothing 
priced under $50 per Item. He also advo- 
cates amending the personal property 
tax exempting homo furnishings, one car 
per family and $10,000 In miscellaneous, 
non-Income producing property. 


"Tax 
must bo uniformly applied 


throughout the state and should clmlnato 
deceptive practices," Slavin said. 


ASKED HOW HE would replace tho 


property tax and sales tax monies, Sla- 
vin suggested tho enaction of a state lot- 
tery and legalized off-track betting. Such 
new revenue possibilities for Illinois ho 
says, "must be approached with an open 


mind." 


With regard to education, Slavin, pre- 


sently a trustee on the village, board of 
Dccrflcld, supports the equalization of 
state old for both dual and unit school 
districts. 


"Tho state aid formula Is ridiculous. 


There should be no discrimination be- 
tween unit and dual districts," he said. 


A dual district system or consolidation 


into a unit district should be selected on 
the merits of one or the other for that 
particular area. State aid, however, 
should not enter Into the question, Slavin 
said. 


In Lake County, the candidate noted 


several Issues revolving around growth 
and expansion. 


"Mass transportation will bo a crucial 


problem in Lake County in this decade 
particularly with New Century Town and 
tho NIPC (Northeastern Illinois Planning 
Commission) population anticipation," 
ho noted. 


"We will need adequate buses and oth- 


er ground transportation 
with Lake 


County. We must improve roads here." 


Slavin said he thinks some of the fund- 


ing for mass transportation might come 
from motor fuel taxes. 


ON THE SUBJECT of planned unit de- 


velopments as a new source of housing hi 
Lake County, Slavin said, "I have no ob- 
jection per so to planned unit devel- 
opments. We have to be careful though, 
because of the large amount of vacant 
land in the county. We must seo that the 
density is not terribly disturbed. Also a 
planned unit development must be com- 
patible with the area in which it is lo- 
cated." 


The Democratic state senate candidate 


said he thinks land developers should 
reimburse school districts which their 
development will directly affect cither by 
setting aside land for educational pur- 
poses or through monetary means. 


".Wo must control and regulate growth 


now," he said. 


Slavin is a partner in the Goldberg, 


Weigle, Mallin and Gltles firm in Chi- 
cago, which specializes in corporate law 
and labor relations. He graduated cum 
laudo with a bachelor's degree from Col- 
gate University in 1961 and received his 
law degree from the University of Chi- 
cago Law School In 1964.

Legal action to lower real estate taxes of 
flood victims In Prospect Helohts has 
been Initiated by the McConald ^Creck 
Improvement Committee. 


About 10 members of the committee 


have agreed to hire Bob Karton, attorney 
with Xreger and Karton, to petition the 
Cook County Board of Appeals to lower 
the assessed valuation on their property. 
They plan to base their case on evidence 
that the market value of their home has 
decreased because of the flood problems 
in the area. 


"We can be a good deal more effective 


if we file our petitions as a group," said 
Jack Gllllgan, chairman of the com- 
mlttce, which Is now on official arm of 
the Prospect Heights Improvement Asso- 
ciation (PHIA). 


To petition, residents must fill out a 


form listing tax data, Including cost of 
the house, improvements and an estl-s 
mate of fair market value. Gllllgan said 
anyone Interested In joining the legal ac- 
tion can contact him Deadline for filing 
the petitions Is Tuesday. 


"Wo called the county last week and 


they said the deadline was not for sev- 
eral weeks," Gllllgan said. "Now they 
tell us It's next week." Gllllgan said resi- 
dents would have to turn in their forms 
to him by Sunday night 


BESIDES THE FORMS, a resident 


must pay 25 per cent of their total tax 
savings to the attorney If he is success* 
ful. If he is not, the cost is nothing. Kar- 
ton said residents must turn In 150 with 
their forms to insure that his fee will be 
paid If be wins the cose. The money wUl 
be held In escrow and returned if Karton 
Is not successful. 


"I think I can conceivably reduce your 


assessed valuation by 60 per cent. That 
would be a savings of about $500 In 
taxes," Karton told committee members. 
He said the lower valuation would stay in 
effect until the next quadrennial assess- 
mcnt. 


Ho pointed out that residents can go to 


the Cook County assessor's office and 
request a reduction In valuation. How- 
ever, if the assessor agrees, the reduc- 
tion is good for only one year, Karton 
said. 


Karton explained that once the petition 


Is filed, the board of appeals will set a 
date for a public hearing. At the hearing, 
an appraiser hired by the group will tes- 
tify to the maret value of the homes, 
Karton sold. He said It is also "advis- 
able" that the individual residents ap- 
pear In court. He said it might be pos- 
sible to get a hearing before Nov. 7. 


Slope Issue Clarified, Park 
Ice Rinks Get Green Light 


The Wheeling Park District once again 


will provide free Ice rinks for local resi- 
dents, despite some confusion about the 
matter at Thursday night's park board 
meeting. 


At the meeting, the board members 


wcro told that School Dist 21 adminis- 
trators would not allow the rink areas at 
Mark Twain and Eugene Field schools to 
either bo saucored (dug in the ground) 
or covered with a plastic liner. 


In the past, the park district has had 


some trouble with the school site rinks 
because the land slopes. As a result, the 
water has run off the rink site and the 
ice has not formed properly. 


To remedy this problem the park dis- 


trict wanted to saucer the land to pro- 
vide a shallow basin for the water. Park 
Supt. Davo Phillips said Dbt. 21 adminis- 
trators did not want the land saucored 
because it might hold water year-round. 


Phillips also said that the adminis- 


trators were opposed to using a plastic 
liner to hold the water because It would 
kill the grass. 


GIVEN THIS information, the pork 


board members voted not to pursue the 
possibility of Ice skating rinks at the 
school sites. 


The park district, however, contacted 


the school district again Friday, and on 
agreement was reached allowing the 
park district to use plastic liners for tho 
rinks. 


According to John Bargcr, assistant 


superintendent of School Dist. 21, tho 
park district has agreed to put the liner 
down after the grass dies and to take it 
up before it starts to grow again in tho 
spring. 


Phillips also sold that if there was any 


damage to tho grass, the park district 
would bo responsible for rcseeding tho 
site. 


There is also a possibility that the park 


district may make a rink at the Nath- 
aniel Hawthorne school. Members of tho 
park board will Have to vote on the exact 
locations for the rinks at their next meet- 
ing. 


Rinks wilt also be made available at 


Husky Pork and Heritage Park.

That's An Organ 
No, It's Not Liberace

Once a month, people up and down the 


quiet residential street of Carmel Drive 
in Palatine hear the sounds of a fullplece 
orchestra come floating out of the base- 
ment of Ken and Karol Shlrey's borne. 


That "complete orchestra" is actually 


a massive theatrical pipe organ which 
the Shlreys have managed to restore to 
working condition over the past 10 years. 


The Shirey basement is literally full of 


organ. The huge 1920's Wurlltzer theatri- 
cal organ once provided the rumbling, 
wheezing,'hair-raising background music 
for the popular silent movies in the days 
before the "talkies." 


Today it sits in splendor in a Palatine 


basement.

1926, the musical masterpiece found its 
first home in the Orpheum Theatre, an 
elegant feature at Maine and Market 
streets in Akron, Ohio. Since that time, it 
has become what the Shlreys call "one of 
the most moved theater organs in his* 
tory."

the organ was given to an Akron Catholic

So it was time to pack up 
the complex set-up for the eighth time in 
the history of the organ. 


The Shlreys aren't keeping the hobby 


to themselves. On the last Friday of ev- 
ery month, Mrs. Shirey holds open houso 
for anyone interested in listening to or 
participating in the theatrical-organ era. 
Their basement, at least the part that 
isn't usurped by organ pipes, has been 
decorated as an old English pub, com- 
plete with checkered tablecloths. 


MEMENTOES OF bygone theaters 


decorate the small "cafe," entertainment 
area in the basement. In the corner, a 
, large bowl-shaped chandelier hongs that 
once adorned the Orpheum before it was 
torn down in 1967. On top of the organ 
console, two bricks that were spirited 
away from the Orpheum demolition site 
mark the dates of that theater, 1914-1967. 


A five-foot gold-colored candelebra 


guards the entrance to the room. Above 
it, a golden cherub watches with hollow 
eyes. It's a replica of the angels that 
ornamented the B and K theater in Chi- 
cago, Mrs. Shirey said. 


The organ player in the family is Mrs. 


Shirey, but her husband, Ken, has been 
instrumental in the long hours of restora- 
tion required to get the organ in top 
shape. 


Besides the organ, the Shireys have a 


console piano with a large player attach- 
ment that allows use of roller music. And 
Shirey adds his saxophone to the en- 
semble. Friday nights bring a drummer 
and other musicians from the area out to 
Palatine for some 1920's tunes. The open 
house begins "anytime after 8," Mrs. 
Shirey said. October's get-together, com- 
ing up Oct. 27, will be a special one, 
since Mrs. Shirey has a birthday to cele- 
brate that week. 


BEFORE THE October open house, 


the Shireys are adding to the organ and 
moving some of the pipes around to 
make room. Bellows, pipes and bells are 
arranged in more than half of the cram- 
med basement. Nestled along the wall, 
the only non-organ equipment stands 
strangely out of place — a washer and 
dryer. 


The sound produced by the organ is 


created when a key is pressed and air 
from massive bellows is raised through 
the desired pipe. The key sets off an 
electrical impulse to set off the particu- 
lar magnet that allows the sound to be 
made. 


Air pressure makes the difference be- 


tween a theatrical organ and the more- 
common church organ. Between TA to 10 
pounds of pressure are required by the 
intricate theatrical organ, while church 
organs usually need only 2% to 3 pounds 
to operate, Mrs. Shirey said. 


Besides the traditional pipes/ some 


unique effects are possible on the Shirey 
organ. An authentic oo-gah bom off of a 
Model A blasts a warning at the touch of 
a foot. Bird calls, woodpeckers, rain, 
drums, and sirens all come alive at her 
whim when Mrs. Shirey hits the proper 
shiny chrome ball pedal. 


To have on organ built like the Shi- 


rey's is today would cost an estimated 
$40,000 to $50,000, Mrs. Shirey said. Its 
shipping bill listed a purchase price of 
$18,000 in 1926. Minor upkeep of the maze 
of pipes takes about one night a week, 
when Shirey and a friend get together to 
work on the organ. 


With the constant attention and repair 


the old musical whiz Is getting, the Shi- 
rey organ may be around for another 46 
years. Bat chances are It won't stay in 
Palatine. It's hard to keep the'"most 
moved organ" in one spot for long.

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Crane, MikvaNot Worried About Nader's Lawmaker Profiles

The Ralph Nader report on member of 


Congress, the long-awaited profile of In- 
cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation's chief executioner of sacred 
cows, came to light over the weekend 
Mowing what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing. 


The result is more a compilation of in- 


formation than an evaluation, and initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abner Mlkva 
Is that there is nothing to worry about 


Both Crane and Mlkva told the Herald 


thyo considered the reporting by Na- 
der's staff to be generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
the voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young in the 
newly drawn 10th District.

Crone is characterized in the Nader re- 


port as a staunch conservative who is 
enough of an ideaiogue to vote against

viewpoints. 


Nader's researchers used 
material 


from Chicago area newspapers and from 
his voting record to draw a picture of a 
Congressman unequivocally opposed to- 
most social and fiscal legislation as pro- 
posed by urban-oriented or liberal col- 
leagues. 


From the report: 


"Crane voted with the con- 


servative coalition of Republi- 
cans and southern Democrats 83 
per cent of the time in 1971. Av- • 
erage Republican support was 70 
per cent. He voted with the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per 
cent. Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans 


for Constitutional Action and 14 
per cent from liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action,

"... Crane has opposed all 


major anti-war bills in the last 
two years'. He voted against pro- 
hibiting involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after 
1971... he voted not to require 
the Secretary of State to furnish 
Congress with information on 
U.S. operations in Laos. He voted 
against a proposal to cut off 
funds for the war after June 1, 
1972 subject to the release of the 
prisoners of war.".

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Blood Program 
May Jeopardize 
Patients: Ryon 


Tho decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-wide blood drive in con- 
junction with the American Red Cross 
has touched off a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


A spokesman for tho hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 
the hospital to obtain blood from outside 
the suburban area. 


And that in turn, ho says, could lead to 


the use of blood of questionable quality, 
thus jeopardizing all of the patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
he finds "objectionable" the philosophy 
that blood donated by suburban residents 
remains In a suburban blood bank, where 
the hospital draws Its blood supply. 


Ho feels that donated blood should be 


used wherever It Is most needed, and 
that tho Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, can fulfill that need. 


RYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to the Red Cross 
rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that tho hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, ho says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on tho 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting tho hospital's supply. 


Ryon points out that Palatine residents

drives in offices or schools," he said. 
"But Palatine may be big-enough to 
havo an effect on us" and diverting Pal- 
atine blood to tho Red Cross "could; 
create a serious shortage" at Northwest. 


If 4 per cent of the Palatine residents 


donate a pint of blood each to the lied 
Cross, the total donation would be more 
than 1,000 pints. 


That along would have an adverse ef- 


fect on the hospital, but what concerns 
Ryon more Is tho loss of a potential 
26,000 donors. 


Half of tho hospital's blood supply is 


obtained by relatives of patients replac- 
ing the amount used by the patient. 


IF 4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a putt of blood, ev- 
eryone in the village is guaranteed as 
much blood as ho needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "tho ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a pint 
of blood." 


Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 


Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael Reese, Hcnrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where Is tho blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put into tho 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
cither a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint. 


The hospital docs not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"Wo havo no way of knowing what tho 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be 
blood drawn locally." 


THE REASON, HE said, is that subur-

It may already be too late to get a 


referendum to abolish township govern- 
ment on the Nov. 7 ballot Circuit Court if 
Judge Harry G. Comerford rules in favor 
of a motion by Palatine Township attor- 
neys tomorrow. 


Thomas Metskas and Roger Bjorvik, 


lawyers representing Palatine Township 
officials, filed a •motion to dismiss the 
suit by Palatine League of. Women Vot- 
ers (LWV) because the legal deadline 
has passed for printing public notice of 
an election. 


Under state statute, general elections 


must be publicized 30 days before ballot- 
ing ^and notices of special elections must 
be printed 20 days in advance. Friday's 
hearing was just eighteen days before 
Nov. 7. If the election is held, it will be 
"an illegal, void, null election," Metskas 
told the court, because no notice had 
been given in accordance with state law. 


In an attempt to beat the deadline, 


league members printed election notices. 
last week in a downtown Chicago news- 
paper and The Herald, although the local 
notice did not appear until Thursday, a 
day after the 20-day deadline. 


PETITIONS requesting the issue of 


abolishing township government on the 
ballot were submitted to township offi- 
cials in Palatine Aug. 17. Township audi- 
tors refused to include the issue on the 
Nov. 7 ballot when they met Sept 25. At 
that meeting, the auditors' said the state 
provision for abolishing township govern- 
ments was unconstitutional because no 
law exists for transferring the duties of 
the township if it is defeated. 


Legal action to force township officials 


to put the referendum on the ballot be- 
gan Sept. 28, when LWV members filed 
suit against Northfield and Palatine 
Township officials. The following week, 
similar suits were filed against officers 
of Maine and Niles townships. 


League members claim the townships 


are an unnecessary and costly layer of 
government in the highly-incorporated 
areas of Cook County. 


During the hearing Friday Metskas ac- 


cused three Palatine league members of 
using "bullying tactics." 


"The three plaintiffs are bullying the 


defendants and now they're trying to bul- 
ly this court," Metskas claimed. 
"They're going to run roughshod over ev- 
erybody else's legal rights to get an elec- 
tion on Nov. 7, 1972. Why then? We can 
have on election anytime," he said. 


MUCH OF the back-and-forth banter- 


ing between Metskas and LWV Atty. 
Richard J. Troy was termed irrelevant 
to Friday's motion by Judge Comerford/ 


At the conclusion of the hour-long argu- 


ment, Judge Comerford told the attor- 
neys that two issues would be decisive in 
his ruling tomorrow: their legal argu- 
ments regarding printing of notices be- 
fore an election and the affect of the mo- 
tion on everybody in the communities In- 
volved. 


Another motion to dismiss the suit majr 


be entered tomorrow if the current one is 
denied. Township attorneys reportedly 
have objections to a number of signa- 
tures on the original LWV petitions and 
may challenge them if the proceedings 
continue. 


League members said they had ex- 


pected the Palatine motion Friday to 
center on signature validity. They ex- 
pressed surprise that the motion was 
based on the notice deadline instead.

Resident! of Hood stricken Arlington 


Rood in northwestern Palatine Township 
are seeking the aid of the governor and 
county board president In an effort to 
solve the two-month water problem in 
their area. 


Letters were mailed late lost week to 


George Dunne, president of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners and 
Gov. Richard Ogllvlo blaming the flood- 
Ing on recently-developed Borrington 
Pork subdivision. 


"Since Harrington Park was developed 


as a subdivision, our flooding cndltlon be- 
came very seriously aggravated by the 
storm water coming down on us from 
Borrington Park," the letter states. 
George Zclsdorf, Gottlieb Bessemer and 
David A. Peterson signed the three-page 
single-spaced letter. 


Authors of the letter also accuse tho 


county of allowing drainage conditions to 
foil into disrepair. 


Another potential cause of flooding is a 


1,200-foot drainage ditch dug lost year by 
the Northwest Mosquito Abatement Dis- 
trict through a low ridge west of the Zcl- 
sdorf and Bessemer property "which 
materially contributed to turning their 
property Into a permanent swamp," tho 
letter claims. 


POSSIBLE solutions to the flooding In- 


clude: providing a new, larger drainage 
tile under Ela Road; running an, open 
ditch to the manhole on Ela; or laying a 
new tile line on the road right-of-way. 


If their third alternative is imple- 


mented, authors suggested that the tiles 
should be large enough to pick up storm 
waters from Harrington Park and other 
areas draining into the low flood area. 


"Harrington Pork should pay a propor- 


tioned share in resolving the flood prob- 
lems their storm water create," the let- 
ter states. 


County governmental agencies were 


blamed for the Arlington Road flooding 
because they allegedly failed to enforce 
flood control provisions before allowing 
the subdivision to bo developed. 


Water has been over narrow Arlington 


Road since heavy rains in August. Con- 
tinuous( pumping by the Cook County 
Highway Department has managed to 
lower the water level somewhat, but not 
enough to moke the road passable. 


"These are tho only homes we have 


and we cannot afford to be drowned out 
of our homes by official neglect or Indif- 
ferences," tho authors concluded in their 
letter. 


Community Service Has An 
Unusual Mix Of Counselors

It Is an unusual combination of people; 


Dr. Charles Turk, psychiatrist; Rick and 
Diane Bloom, husband and wife team; 
Bill Brauor, former Presbyterian min- 
ister; and John Roadhousc, former law- 
yer. Together they make up the recently 
hired staff at Elk Grove Village Commu- 
nity Service. 


Dr. Turk, tho Blooms, and Braucr 


were hired in August under a special 
$52,000 grant from tho Illinois Depart- 
ment of Mental Health. The grant per- 
mits Community Service to expand its 
operations to provide mental health care 
to Elk Grove and Schaumburg town- 
ships. 


Roadhousc was hired In June to fill a 


position created when his brother left 
Community Service. 


The Blooms, Brnucr, and Roadhouso 


are full-time staff counselors and social 
workers. Dr. Turk will work part-time. 
They will work out of tho Community 
Service farmhouse on Blcstcrficld Road. 


JORDAN noSEN, executive director 


of Community Service, said, "Wo are 
very fortunate to have such a variety of 
backgrounds and personalities on tho 
staff. It will enable us to serve our 
clients, better." 


Dr. Turk Is a long-time resident of tho 


Northwest suburbs. Ho graduated from 
Arlington Heights Township High School 
In 1954. He received his bachelor's de- 
gree from the University of Miami, Ox- 
ford, Ohio, in 1058 and his medical de- 
gree from Western Reserve University, 
Cleveland, In 1962. 


Dr. Turk did not plan to become a psy- 


chiatrist 
when ho entered medical 


school, but he gradually became Inter- 
ested In the field. 


"I toyed with the Idea of psychiatry as 


a medical student," said Dr. Turk. As an 
intern he became concerned with, as ho 
put It, "the total problems of the patient. 
They would get better physically, only to 
go back to something that pained them." 


HE DECIDED to become a psy-

Rick and Dlano Bloom plan to do co- 


therapy at Community Service. In co- 
therapy, two therapists work together on 
a single case. 


Co-therapy can present serious prob- 


lems if tho therapists do not agree on the 
counseling a client should receive, but 
Rick predicts he and Diane will not have 
this problem: 


"We have never seriously disagreed on 


a case. We had similar training and 
backgrounds. We were under tho same 
therapist at tho same school. Much of 
our relationship Is based on our work. 
We enjoy working together. 


The couple has been married for al- 


most two years. They met while they 
were both graduate students at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, where they both re- 
ceived master's degrees last December. 


AFTER THEY graduated, Rick and 


Diane worked for six months In a Los 
Angeles center for juvenile delinquents, 
emotionally disturbed 
and 
mentally 


handicapped youths. 


They left Los Angeles because they 


found work at tho center frustrating: 
"Treatment wasn't voluntary. "We didn't 
have the families willing to come in for 
counseling." 


"Tho Instruction within the institute 


was very rigid and the work was drain- 
Ing," said Rick. "They were very self- 
destructive kids." 


Bill Braucr entered social work 


through the church door. He was or- 
dained as a Presbyterian minister In 1968 
a f t e r c o m p l e t i n g his studies at 
McCormlck Theological Seminary in Chi- 
cago. Ho worked as a-minister for two 
years In a church on Chicago's west side. 


THROUGH HIS church work he be- 


came involved in various social pro- 
grams. He worked for one year with the 
Garfleld Organization, citizens' action 
group on the west side of Chicago. Ho 
also taught at Malcolm X College for ono 
year. 


"The ministry was a misguided at- 


tempt to do what I am doing now," said 
Brauer. As a minister, ho found church 
regulations too confining to do social 
work. 


Braucr has given up his ministry 


duties completely to devote his time-to 
social work and therapy. 


John Roadhouso first thought he wanted 


to be a lawyer. Ho became an attorney 
hi 1967, practicing in Cambridge, Mass. 


AS AN ATTORNEY, he worked in fam- 


ily law, juvenile law and domestic rela- 
tions. He often served as 'a defender hi 
juvenile cases. 


"I found myself doing more and more 


counseling work. I was more interested 
in the 
emotional consequences of 


people's conflicts than the legal con- 
sequences," said Roadhouse. 


He decided to get formal training in 


therapy since he felt he would be, "more 
Important as a social worker than a law- 
yer — and there are restrictions on a 
lawyer trying to do social work." 


Roadhouse attended the Boston Family 


Institute for two years before starting 
work at Community Service. 


His break with the legal profession has 


been complete. If any of his clients have 
a legal problem or question, "I refer 
them to legal service or a lawyer," said 
Roadhouse.

City Considers Joining Blood Plan 


Rolling Meadows is considering mem- 


bership in a program that would supply 
every resident of the city with unlimited 
blood for a year provided the city con 
donate approximately 768 units of blood 
In a year for the program's blood bank. 


City Sanitarian Donald Schindler said 


Friday the proposal was presented 
Wednesday to the board of health by Ka- 
ren Gaddls, a representative of the 
American Red Cross blood program. 
Schindler described the presentation as 
"very informative," and said the propos- 
al will be considered further by the 
board. 


John Ayres, administrator of the pro- 


gram, said Friday the presentation be- 
fore tho board is port of an effort to 
build up the Red Cross's four-year-old 
Chicago blood center. The center is one 
of tho organization's 59 regional "full 
service centers." 


Ayres said the term is used to desig- 


nate centers which supply every individ- 
ual in the center's prescribed area with 
unlimited blood whenever necessary In

Tho blood is sup- 
plied for all individuals, regardless of the 
reason for the need. 


"THERE ARE no exclusions," Ayres 


said. "Hemophiliacs, heart patients, and 
cancer patients ore supplied the same as 
anyone else." 


To qualify for the program, Ayres said 


a community must donate four units of 
blood per 100 residents. Rolling Mead- 
ows' population of 19,200 would require 
donations of approximately 768 units. 


The quotas arc set according to nation- 


al statistics, Ayres said. 


"Notional figures have shown that 4.3 


units per 100 persons are needed each 
year. There has been a 12 per cent to 14 
per cent annual increase in blood needs. 
But we have found that with good blood 
banking, adequate coverage can be sup- 
plied by collecting only four units per 100 
persons." 


The program collects blood donations 


from member communities and groups 
by sending a staffed bloodmobile to 
areas several tunes a year. 


"A group's quota can be donated all at 


once or in the course of the year. Usually 
it is the local area's responsibility to re- 
cruit donors. However, if an area has 
trouble meeting its quota, we send people 
to assist to show them how to go about 
recruiting." 


The program currently serves about 


900,000 persons in the Chicago area and 
Is the only one of its kind to serve all 
hospitals in the area. 


"IF A SUBURBANITE who is a mem- 


ber of tho program goes to a medical 
center In the city, for example, he'll be 
covered just the same," Ayres said. 


Ayres said the program has been in 


existence for 25 years, although the Chi- 
cago center is relatively new. 


"We started here with small groups 


joining tho system. Currently we have 
about 350 churches, clubs, PTAs and 
groups of this kind as members." 


He said the Red Cross normally does 


not solicit membership into the program, 
explaining that usually agencies Inquire 
into the program on their own. He said 
persons or organizations interested in 
joining the program should contact the 
Chicago chapter of the American Red 
Cross at 467-5800.

ban residents are healthier than inner 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit Infection through their blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — is preferable, 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center Is dependent on hospitals such as • 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and it could encounter a shortage if other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross. 


The City of Rolling Meadows is consid- 


ering joining the Red Cross program, 
which also could adversely effect the 
hospital's supply, though not as much be- 
cause the city is not as large as Palatine. 


Ryon said that a similar 4 per cent do- 


nor program sponsored by the North 
Suburban Blood Center, which Is being 
considered by the Village of Arlington 
Heights, could remove the incentive of 
residents to donate blood to thfl hospital. 


"But in that case, at least we would 


get the 4 per cent that's donated," he 
said, "and it would be local blood." 


Health director Dawson says he recom- 


mended that the Village of Palatine asso- 
ciate itself with the Red Cross, rather 
than the North Suburban Blood Center, 
because "the American Red Cross is bet- 
ter equipped to handle a community 
blood drive. 


OTHER BLOOD BANKS could handle 


a small donor program, by a church or 
an office, Dawson said, "but when it 
comes down to the nitty-gritty, they don't 
have the number of mobile units and or- 
ganization that you need when you go 
into a community blood program." 


He also criticized the North Suburban 


condept of obtaining and using blood.' 
"The big pitch is you keep suburban 
blood in the suburbs. 


- "What objection Is there to taking sub- 
urban blood into the city to fill the Inner 
city blood needs?"

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Crane, Mikva Not Worried A bout Nader's Lawmaker Pro files

The Ralph Nader report on member of 


Congress, the long-awaited profile of In- 
cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation's chief executioner of sacred 
cows, came to light over the weekend 
following what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing. 


The result Is more a compilation of in- 


formation than an evaluation, and Initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abncr Mikva 
is that there Is nothing to worry about 


Both Crantr nnd Mikva told the Herald 


thyo considered the reporting by Na- 
der's staff to bo generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
tho voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on Individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of Incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sara Young in tho 
newly drawn 10th District. 


The reports: 


PHILIP CRANE(R) 


Rep. Philip 
Crane 


Crane Is characterized in the Nader re- 


port as a staunch conservative who is 
enough of an Ideologue to vote against 
majority opinions consistently and who 


can frequently be found among the hand- 
ful of Congressmen who vote no on Issues 
they see as challenges to conservative 
viewpoints. 


Nader's researchers used 
material 


from Chicago area newspapers and from 
his voting record to draw a picture of a 
Congressman unequivocally opposed to- 
most social and fiscal legislation as pro- 
posed by urban-oriented or liberal col- 


From the report: 


"Crane voted with the con- 


servative coalition of Republi- 
cans and southern Democrats 83 
per cent of the time in 1971. Av- 
erage Republican support was 70 
per cent. He voted with the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per 
cent. Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans 


for Constitutional Action and 14 
per cent from liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action. 


". . . Crane has opposed all 


major anti-war bills in the last 
two years. He voted against pro- 
hibiting involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after 
1971 ... he voted not to require 
the Secretary of State to furnish 
Congress with information on 
U.S. operations in Laos. He voted 
against a proposal to cut off 
funds for the war after June 1, 
1972 subject to the release of the 
prisoners of war." 


As the report points out, Crane opposes 


the draft, Is generally in favor of mili- 
tary spending, believes the country is

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May Be Too Late 
For Vote To End 
Township System 


It may already be too Into to get a 


referendum to abolish township govern- 
ment on the Nov. 7 ballot Circuit Court if 
Judge Harry G. Comcrford rules In favor 
of a motion by Palatine Township attor- 
neys tomorrow. 


Thomas Mctskas and Roger Bjorvlk, 


lawyers representing Palatine Township 
officials, tiled a motion to dismiss tho 
suit by Palatine League of Women Vot- 
ers (LWV) because the legal deadline 
has passed for printing public notice of 
an election. 


Under state statute, general elections 


must be publicized 30 days before ballot- 
ing and notices of special elections must 
be printed 20 days In advance. Friday's 
hearing was just eighteen days before 
Nov. 7. If the election is held, it nil! bo 
"an illegal, void, null election," Mctskas 
told the court, because no notice had 
been given in accordance with state law. 


In an attempt to beat the deadline, 


league members printed election notices 
last week hi a downtown Chicago news- 
paper and Tho Herald, although the local 
notice did not appear until Thursday, a 
day after the 20-day deadline. 


PETITIONS requesting the issue of 


abolishing township government on the 
ballot were submitted to township offi- 
cials in Palatine Aug. 17. Township audi- 
tors refused to'include tho issue on tho 
Nov. 7 ballot when they met Sept. 25. At 
that meeting, tho auditors said the state 
provision for abolishing township govern- 
ments was unconstitutional because no 
law exists for transferring the duties of 
tho township if it is defeated. 


Legal action to force township officials 


to put the referendum on the ballot be- 
gan Sept. 28, when LWV members filed 
suit* against Northllcld and Palatine 
Township officials. The following week, 
similar suits were filed against officers 
of Maine and Nllcs townships. 


League members claim the townships 


arc an unnecessary and costly layer of 
government in tho highly-incorporated 
areas of Cook County. 


During tho hearing Friday Mctskas ac- 


cused three Palatine league members of 
using "bullying tactics." 


"The three plaintiffs are bullying tho 


defendants and now they're trying to bul- 
ly t h i s court," Mctskas claimed. 
"They're going to run roughshod over ev- 
erybody else's legal rights to get an elec- 
tion on Nov. 7, 1972. Why then? We can 
have an election anytime," ho said. 


MUCH OF tho back-ond-forth banter- 


ing between Mctskns and LWV Ally." 
Richard J. Troy was termed irrelevant 
to Friday's motion by Judge Comcrford. 


At the conclusion of the hour-long argu- 


ment, Judge Comcrford told the attor- 
neys that two issues would be decisive in 
his ruling tomorrow: their legal argu- 
ments regarding printing of notices be- 
fore an election and the affect of the mo- 
tion on everybody In the communities in- 
volved. 


Another motion to dismiss the suit maj> 


be entered tomorrow If the current one is 
denied. Township attorneys reportedly 
have objections to a number of signa- 
tures on the original LWV petitions and 
may challenge them if the proceedings 
continue. 


League members said they had ex- 


pected tho Palatine motion Friday to 
center on signature validity. They ex- 
pressed surprise that tho motion was 
based on the notice deadline instead.

Hospital Raps 
Village Blood Plan 


The decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-wide blood drive in con- 
junction with the American Red Cross 
has touched off a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


A spokesman for the hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 
the hospital to obtain blood from outside 
the suburban area. 


And that hi turn, he says, could lead to 


the use of blood "of •questionable quality, 
thus jeopardizing all of the patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
he finds "objectionable" the philosophy 
that blood donated by suburban residents 
remains in a suburban blood bank, where 
the hospital draws its blood supply. 


He feels that donated blood should be 


used wherever it is most needed, and 
that the Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, can fulfill that need. 


RYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to the Red Cross 
rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that the hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, he says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on the 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting the hospital's supply. 


Ryon points out that Palatine residents

The library's party will 
be held Friday from 6 p.m. to 8 p.m. for 
children in first through sixth grade. To 
reflect the theme of the "Halloween Sto- 
rybook" party, children are asked to 


dress as their favorite storybook charac- 
ter. 


ON SATURDAY, the park district will 


sponsor a scries of activities beginning at 
7 p.m. with a showing of a Halloween 
movie at the sports complex.

At 9 p.m. a costume-judging contest for

Community Hospital, constituting 16 per 
cent of its patients. 


"We're not worried about small blood 


drives in offices or schools," he said. 
"But Palatine may be big enough to 
have an effect on us" and diverting Pal- 
atine blood to the Red Cross 
"could 


create a serious shortage" at Northwest. 


If 4 per cent 'of the Palatine residents 


donate a pint of blood each to the Red 
Cross, the total donation would be more 
than 1,000 pints. 


That along would have an adverse ef- 


fect on the hospital, but what concerns 
Ryon more is the loss of a potential 
26,000 donors. 


Half of the hospital's blood supply is 


obtained by relatives of patients replac- 
ing the amount used by the patient. 


IF 4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a pint of blood, ev- 
eryone in the village is guaranteed as 
much blood as he needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "the ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a pint 
of blood." 


Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 


Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael Reese, Henrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where is the blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put into the 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
either a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint. 


The hospital docs not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"We have no way of knowing what the 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be 
blood drawn locally." 


THE REASON, HE said, is that subur-

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Study Shows 'Bridge' Short On Funds, Long On Success

Th« Bridge Is short on funds and long 


on success, according to a recent Inde- 
pendent evaluation of the youth services 
bureau after its first full year of oper- 
ation. 


"It is clear that The Bridge has com- 


pleted its first year with an outstanding 
record of accomplishment for such a 
modest <ln both staff and budget) ef- 
fort" the report stated. Prepared by 
Chicago-based Social Research, Inc., the 


evaluation was required by provisions of 
an Illinois Law Enforcement Commission 
(ILEC) grant, which has helped fund The 
Bridge during Its first two years. 


And ILEC grant in 1971 got The Bridge 


started, with its central aim at pre- 
venting and controlling Juvenile delin- 
quency. For this year's budget, the grant 
was cut to $23,801 in a planned effort to 
force local takeover of the agency. And 
by April 1,1973, the grant wUl be stopped 
completely. 


Newspaper Recycling Center 
Profits From His Collection 


If the writers of the Guinness Book of 


World Records ever considered adding 
another category to their listings for 
most newspapers collected by a single 
person, they would have to cite Robert 
Helden Jr., Rolling Meadows' "friendly 
mailman," as the former record-holder. 


Helden relinquished the title last week 


when he turned over hundreds of copies 
of newspapers — some that were twenty 
yean old — to a recycling drive In Ar- 
lington Heights. 


Helden says his collection included ev- 


ery Issue of the Arlington Heights Herald 
since 1950, every issue of the Rolling 
Meadows Herald since it first began pub- 
lication in 1956, Issues of the Lake Gen- 
eva Regional News since 19SO, as well as 
hundreds of copies collectively of tho 
Milwaukee Journal, the Milwaukee Senti- 
nel, the defunct Arlington Heights and 
DCS Plaines Day papers, and the four 
metropolitan Chicago dallies. 


"The papers completely filled one and 


a half bins at the recycling headquar- 
ters," Helden sold. "They must have 
weighed several tons." 


IIEIDEN SAYS he began collecting tho 


papers during his four-year hitch in the 
Navy during tho early 1950's "to keep up 
with the hometown news." 


"Once we went on a world tour, and 


when I got back, there were all the news- 
papers waiting for me. I flattened them 
out, packed them in a box and shipped 
them home." 


Although Helden admits he "never got 


around to reading them all," he wanted 
to keep the papers "for memory sake." 


Porting with the relics required a ma- 


jor effort on Heiden's part, both mentally 
and physically. "I'm on vacation right 
now and I've been making about 15 or 16 
trips hauling the newspapers out of the 
house. My car was completely filled with 
newspapers each time, and there was 
hardly enough room for me to get in and 
drive." 


"Sure I feel bad about getting rid of 


them, but I didn't really have any other 
choice. My dad had always been after 
mo to get rid of them, and every night 
when I'd come home from work I'd say I 
would read a few old issues and then was 
going to throw them away. But I never 
had tho time. 


To ford the gap in ILEC funding cuts, 


the Palatine Township Board of Auditors 
approved a major increase In its share of 
the budget for the youth program this 
year. But with the ILEC funding cutoff 
approaching next year, The Bridge will 
have to make up the current 123,591 
grant money through some other means. 
The township is already spending a large 
share of its total budget to support The 
Bridge, and the committee members 
running the agency are determined to 
keep It open. 


Operation of the youth bureau is han- 


dled primarily by the Palatine Township 
Youth Committee (PTYC), whose sole 
project is running The Bridge. With the 
recent controversy surrounding the pos- 
sible abolition of Palatine Township gov- 
ernment, budget prospects may be even 
bleaker if township funding is no longer 
available in the future. 


FOR THE FIRST year of operation, 


when the largest ILEC grant was ap- 
proved, Palatine Township paid only for 
half of the director's salary as its share 
of the operation. This year, the township 
Is paying $59,000 to compensate for the 
difference in the ILEC grant cut and the 
amount needed to continue operations at 
their existing level. 


Whatever the outcome of the proposed 


. referendum, members of the PTYC are 
determined to keep The Bridge above 
water, according to Paul C. Jung chair- 
man of the committee. 


"The PTYC as a board has taken no 


position one way or the other (on the 
township issue), except 'We're going to 
keep this thing going," Jung said. 


Federal grants and private foundations 


will be the chief targets for next year's 
budget, because whatever happens to the 
township, The Bridge will have to find 
additional revenue to replace the ILEC 
money or cutback its services. 


Tho research report recommends ex- 


panding, rather than decreasing, The 
Bridge. 


City Considers Joining Blood Plan 


Rolling Meadows Is considering mem- 


bership in a program that would supply 
every resident of the city with unlimited 
blood for a year provided the city can 
donate approximately 768 units of blood 
in a year for the program's blood bank. 


City Sanitarian Donald Schlndlcr said 


Friday the proposal was presented 
Wednesday to tho board of health by Ka- 
ron Caddis, a representative of the 
American Red Cross blood program. 
Schlndlcr described the presentation as 
"very informative," and.said the propos- 
al will bo considered further by tho 
board. 


John Ayrcs, administrator of tho pro- 


gram, said Friday the presentation be- 
fore the board is part of on effort to 
build up the Red Cross's four-year-old 
Chicago blood center. The center is one 
of the organization's 59 regional "full 
service centers." 


Ayres said the term Is used to desig- 


nate centers which supply every individ- 
ual in tho center's prescribed area with 


unlimited blood whenever necessary in 
the period of a year. The blood is sup- 
plied for all Individuals, regardless of the 
reason for the need. 


"THERE ARE no exclusions," Ayrcs 


sold. "Hemophiliacs, heart patients, and 
cancer patients are supplied the same as 
anyone else." 


To qualify for the program, Ayres said 


a community must donate four units.of 
blood per 100 residents. Rolling Mead- 
ows' population of 19,200 would require 
donations of approximately 768 units. 


The quotas are set according to nation- 


al statistics, Ayrcs said. 


"National figures have shown that 4.3 


units per 100 persons are needed each 
year. There has been a 12 per cent to 14 
per cent annual Increase in blood needs. 
But we have found that with good blood 
banking, adequate coverage can be sup- 
plied by collecting only four units per 100 
persons."

not solicit membership into the program, 
explaining that usually agencies inquire 
into the program on their own. He said 
persons or organizations interested in 
joining the program should contact the 
Chicago chapter of the American Red 
Cross at 467-5800.

Barrington and South Barrington. The 
original project submitted to ILEC had 
to have a population base of, 150,000 
people to be approved, so municipalities 
whose boundaries overlap into Palatine 
Township are included with their entire 
populations. 


According to statistics kept by Don 


Rago, executive director of The Bridge, 
approximately 2,618 youths have come 
into the Bridge between January and Au- 
gust, 1872. Kids between 16 and 18 years 
are the largest group getting help at The 
Bridge, with high school juniors leading 
the figures in number counseled. 


Contacts with youths increased steadily 


in number during the year studied by the 
researchers. In May of 1971,272 contacts 
were made personally with teens, while 
the October figure was 446, and Novem- 
ber reached a high of 788 youths seeking 
help at The Bridge. 


"If The Bridge can maintain the mo- 


mentum developed in its first year, in 
1972 its efforts should be highly signifi- 
cant in the prevention of youth problems 
and in reducing delinquency," the report 
stated. 


Some Palatine Township taxpayers 


have reportedly been worried that the 
township is paving a disproportionate 
share of The Bridge's'budget, but Rago 
contends that most of tho youths who 
come to The Bridge are from Palatine or 
other areas hi the township. 


WHEN KIDS COME Into the Bridge, 


they are asked where they are from. But 
if someone answers 
"Schaumburg," 


counselors won't keep drilling him to de- 
termine whether he lives in the Palatine 
Township portion of Schaumburg just be- 
cause township funds support The 
Bridge, Rago said.

HOFFMAN ESTATES — one counselor 


for 20 per cent of week, equivalent to 
$1,700. 


Arlington Heights — two full-time 


counselors, equivalent contribution of 
$18,000. 


A public health nurse from Cook Coun- 


ty Public Health Department spends 80 


per cent of her week with The Bridge 
providing health counseling for teens. 
The projected value of her time is $8,000. 
>An area psychiatrist and psychologist 
have donated some of their time, termed 
"supportive in-kind services." The pri- 
vate psychologist works three hours per 
week, equivalent to approximately $7,500 
based on the hourly fee normally 
charged. 


A psychiatrist 
from the Northwest 


Mental Health Clinic conducts 26 sessions 
a year with counselors and youths. The 
90-minute meetings would cost approxi- 
mately $36, or $936 for the year. 


The only area village who actually 


pays money Instead of donating time to 
The Bridge is the Barrington Youth Ser- 
vices Committee, who gets contractual 
services for $4,500 a year. 


The bulk of the expenses in The Bridge 


go for the professional counselors, since 
the agency Is formed as an individual 
help center instead of the teen center for 
recreation. 


"It has served a function with youth 


which was largely an preventive pro- 
gram, providing advice, counseling, and 
often, a chance to talk things out, for 
which many teens feel the need," the So- 
cial Research, Inc., report said. 


Arlington Road 
Residents: 'Help9 


Residents of flood stricken Arlington 


Road in northwestern Palatine Township 
are seeking the aid of the governor and 
county board president in an effort to 
solve the two-month water problem in 
their area. 


Letters were mailed late last week to 


George Dunne, president of the Cook 
County Board of Commissioners and 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie blaming the flood- 
ing on recently-developed Harrington 
Park subdivision. 


"Since Harrington Park was developed 


as a subdivision, our flooding cndition be- 
came very seriously aggravated by the 
storm water coming down on us from 
Barrington Park," the letter states. 
George Zelsdorf, Gottlieb Bessemer and 
David A. Peterson signed the three-page 
single-spaced letter. 


Authors of the letter also accuse the 


county of allowing drainage conditions to 
fall Into disrepair. 


Another potential cause of flooding is a 


1,200-foot drainage ditch dug last year by 
the Northwest Mosquito Abatement Dis- 
trict through a low ridge west of the Zel- 
sdorf and Bessemer property "which 
materially contributed to turning their 
property Into a permanent swamp," the 
letter claims. 


POSSIBLE solutions to the flooding In- 


clude: providing a new, larger drainage 
tile under Ela Road; running an open 
ditch to the manhole on Ela; or laying a 
new tile line on the road right-of-way. 


If their third alternative is imple- 


mented, authors suggested that the tiles 
should be large enough to pick up storm 
waters from Barrington Park and other 
areas draining Into the low flood area. 


"Barrington Park should pay a propor- 


tioned share in resolving the flood prob- 
lems their storm water create," the let- 
ter states. 


County governmental agencies 'were 


blamed for the Arlington Road flooding 
because they allegedly failed to enforce; 
flood control provisions before allowing' 
the subdivision to be developed. 


Water has been over narrow Arlington 


Road since heavy rains In August. Con- 
tinuous pumping by the Cook County 
Highway Department has managed to 
lower the water level somewhat, but not 
enough to moke the road passable. 


"These are the only homes we have 


and we cannot afford to be drowned out 
of our homes by official neglect or Indif- 
ferences," the authors concluded In their 
letter. 


Overturned Tanker Spills

ban residents are healthier than inner 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit infection through their blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — is preferable, 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center Is dependent on hospitals such as 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and It could encounter a shortage If other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross. 


The City of Rolling Meadows is consid- 


ering joining the Red Cross program, 
which also could adversely effect the 
hospital's supply, though not as much be- 
cause the city is not as large as Palatine. 


Ryon said that a similar 4 per cent do- 


nor program- sponsored by the North 
Suburban Blood Center, which is being 
considered by the Village of Arlington 
Heights, could remove the incentive of 
residents to donate blood to the hospital. 


"But In that case, at least we would 


get the 4 per cent that's donated," he 


, said, "and it would be local blood." 


Health director Dawson says be recom- 


mended that the Village of Palatine asso- 
ciate itself with the Red Cross, rather 
than the North Suburban Blood Center, 
because "the American Red Cross is bet- 
ter equipped to handle a community 
blood drive. ' 


OTHER BLOOD BANKS could handle 


a small donor program, by a church or 
an office, Dawson said, "but when it 
comes down to the nitty-gritty, they don't 
have the number of mobile units and or- 
ganization that you need when you go 
into a community blood program." • 


He also criticized the North Suburban 


concept of obtaining and using blood. 
"The big pitch is you keep suburban 
blood in the suburbs. 


"What objection is there to taking sub- 


urban blood into the city to flu the inner 
city blood needs?"

As far as replacing blood used at 


Northwest Community Hospital with 
blood obtained by the Red Cross: "The 
processing to insure that the blood is 
high quality is the same by all blood 
agencies," he said. 


Processing can check only 70 to 80 per 


cent of the blood sample anyway, Daw- 
son says. "Granted, the paid donor is a 
less desirable physical specimen and 
may be looking for a dollar to buy a 
bottle of wine — he's more likely to have 
hepatitis. 


"But not donor blood (where the donor 


is not paid)."

der's staff to be generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
the voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen. 
'Nader project reports on Individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve Into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of Incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young In the 
newly drawn loth District

Crane is characterized in the Nader re- 


port as a staunch conservative who Is 
enough of an Ideologue to vote against 
majority opinions consistently and who

ful of Congressmen who vote no on issues 
they see as challenges to conservative 
viewpoints. 


Nader's researchers used 'material 


from Chicago area newspapers and from 
his voting record to draw a picture of a 
Congressman unequivocally opposed to- 
most social and fiscal legislation as pro- 
posed by urban-oriented or liberal col- 
leagues. 


From the report: 


"Crane voted with the con- 


servative coalition of Republi- 
cans and southern Democrats 83 
per cent of the time in 1971. Av- 
erage Republican support was 70 
per cent. He voted with the Ad- 
ministration only 60 per cent of 
the time in 1971, compared to a 
Republican average of 72 per 
cent. Representative Crane re- 
ceived 1971 ratings of 96 per cent 
from the conservative Americans 


for Constitutional Action and 14 
per cent from liberal Americans 
for Democratic Action. 
". . . Crane has opposed all 


major anti-war bills In the last 
two years. He voted against pro- 
hibiting involuntary assignment 
of draftees to Indochina after 
1971 ... he voted not to require 
the Secretary of State to furnish 
Congress with information on 
U.S. operations in Laos. He voted 
against a proposal to cut off 
funds for the war after June 1, 
1972 subject to the release of the 
prisoners of war." 


As the report points out, Crane opposes

At Dempster And

Plans for a now Venture department 


store at the northwest corner of Demps- 
ter Street and Elmhurst Road were given

Anticipated revenues 
were placed at $15 million, according to 
May spokesman Edward Murck. 


Kcnroy Inc., current owners of the 


land, brought the case before the plan 
commission because of necessary zoning 
changes. The property Is now in two sec- 
tions, one zoned for multi-family use and 
the other for business use under a 
planned unit development. Kcnroy offi- 
cials hope to have the property combined 
as a I6-acrc parcel and zoned for a busi- 


ness planned unit development use. 


BILL DILLON, a real estate broker for 


Kcnroy, said original plans for the north- 
ern most section of the property have 
been changed. He said his company no 
longer wishes to build the already ap- 
proved motel, office building and tennis 
born and courts. He said only the pro- 
posed restaurant will stay with a con- 
tract already signed with Love's Bar- 
bequc Restaurant chain. 


Most of the items approved would be 


uneconomical to build, Dillon said, as 
they would be hard to sell.

Local Groups Asked To Join CAP Advisory Council 


Nearly 30 representatives of local or- 


ganizations were asked Saturday to join 
an advisory council that will insure 
"community support" for the Mount

(CAP). 


Tho representatives of civic and home- 


owners groups plus local bank presidents 
attended a meeting called by Mount 
Prospect Mayor Robert Telchert and 
CAP Director Bob Day.

THE IDEA OF an advisory council 


came in July In the wake of criticism 


leveled at Day and the CAP board, 
which now has five members. Jackie 
Kruse, social therapist at the ICE House, 
accused the board and Day of failing to 
raise funds for the program and provide 
effective leadership. 


CAP agreed to try to raise $9,800 in 


training funds as part of an agreement 
with the Mount Prospect Village Board. 
The board this year approved $20,500 for

Saturday. "But there's no indication the 
village will pull away.

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Hospital Raps Village Blood Plan 


The decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-vide blood drive in con- 
junction with the American Red Cross 
has touched off a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital in Arlington 
Heights. 


A spokesman for the hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 
the hospital to obtain blood from outside 
the suburban area. 


And that In turn, he says, could lead to 


the use of blood of questionable quality, 
thus jeopardizing all of the patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
he finds "objectionable" the philosophy 
that blood donated by suburban residents 
remains in a suburban blood bank, where 
the hospital draws its blood supply. 


He feels that donated blood, should be 


used wherever it is most needed, and 
that the Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, can fulfill that need. 


RYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to the Red Cross 
rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that the hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, he says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on the 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting the hospital's supply.

That along would have an adverse ef- 


fect on the hospital,' but what concerns 
Ryon more is the loss of a potential 
26,000 donors. 


Half of the hospital's blood supply Is 


obtained by relatives of patients replac- 
ing the amount used by the patient. 


IF 4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a pint of blood, ev- 
eryone in the village is guaranteed as 
much blood as he needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "the ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a put 
of blood." 
/Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 
Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael Reese, Henrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where is the blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put into the 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
either a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint. 


The hospital does not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"We have no way of knowing what the 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors'want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be 
blood drawn locally." 


THE REASON, HE said, is that subur- 


ban residents are healthier than inner 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit Infection through then* blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — is preferable, 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center is dependent on hospitals such as 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and it could encounter a shortage If other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross.

"Granted, the paid donor is a 
less desirable physical specimen and 
may be looking for a dollar to buy a 
bottle of wine — he's more likely to have 
hepatitis. 


"But not donor blood (where the donor 


is not paid)." 


"I'll take an Arlington Heights man's 


blood any day, or a Chicago man's blood. 
The thing I'm concerned about is that 
it's donated blood." 


Dawson said Northwest Community 


Hospital's concern is "the patient" 


And that concern, he said, "isn't any 


different from the Red Cross' concern."

Crane, MikvaNot Worried About Nader's Lawmaker Pro files

The Ralph Nader report on member of 


Congress, the long-awaited profile of In- 
cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation's chief executioner of sacred 
cowi, came to light over the weekend 
following what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing. 


The result Is more n compilation of In- 


formation than an evaluation, and Initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abner Mlkva 
Is that there Is nothing to worry about. 


Both Crane and Mlkva told the Herald 


thye considered the reporting by No* 
dor's staff to bo generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
the voting patterns otd attitudes of both 
congressmen. 


Nader project reports on individual 


congressmen were released to the press 
last Wednesday but were embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were compiled over a period of sev- 
eral months, Including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. The reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and delve, into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of incumbent members of Con- 
gress. 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam Young in the 
newly drawn 10th District.

Nader's researchers used material

Village Weighs 
Licensing Of 
Apartment Units 


The Village of Arlington Heights Is 


weighing a precedent-setting move that 
would license the operation of apartment 
buildings In the village. 


An annual license for the operation of 


multifamily dwellings Is a key provision 
in a revised housing code now under 
study by the village board's legal com- 
mittee. 


"I would call it a 'tenants rights' type 


of action In that it will give the village 
potential clout against absentee or big 
corporation landlords," said Assistant 
Village Atty. Wayne Sllva who has been 
working on the proposed code. 


The Importance of the proposed license 


control is that It would give the village 
power to revoke or suspend an apart- 
ment's operating license in the case of 
apparent violations of the village housing 
code. This could result eventually hi a 
court-Imposed fine against the apartment 
owner. ' 


According to Village Health Director 


Frank Chorlton, who is also working on 
the code, the license provision is not de- 
signed to raise largo revenues for the vil- 
lage but rather Is a safeguard that the 
housing code standards will be met 


AN EXACT FEE schedule has not 


been determined yet but the license cost 
will be minimal, Charlton said. 


Village officials say that If Arlington 


Heights adopts an apartment license pol- 
icy, It will bo the first municipality to 
take such action in Illinois. 


Prior to the ratification of the 1970 Illi- 


nois Constitution, apartment licensing 
had been prohibited In the state, Charl- 
ton said. 


The village's power to license apart- 


ments derives from Arlington Heights 
standing as to home rule municipality un- 
der tho new constitution, Sllva says. 


According to 1970 U.S. Census figures, 


Arlington Heights has an apartment 
dwelling population of almost 11,000 
persons who village officials believe 
would benefit from an apartment licens- 
ing ordinance. 


"Tho way things arc now, when we get 


a complaint from a tenant which we in- 
vestigate and consider to be justified, 
about all we can do is ask the apartment 
owners to correct the problem," Charlton 
said. 


THE LEGAL committee has been 


working on amendments to the housing 
ordinances for tho past several months 
and is about ready to pass the proposed 
changes on to the village board. 


"What we're really trying to do is an- 


ticipate future conditions that may devel- 
op In the village. We've got a lot of new 
buildings now that arc going to need con- 
tinued maintenance as they grow older," 
says legal committee chairman James T. 
Ryan. 


Ryan says tho proposed licensing ordi- 


nance is not intended to be "anti-apart- 
ment." "Any good apartment owner and 
operator knows the importance of good 
maintenance," he sold. "I don't think 
we're proposing anything that a respon- 
sible landlord would object to," he said.

Hospital Claims Palatine Blood Plan May Jeopardize Patients 


The decision of Palatine officials to 


sponsor a village-wide blood drive In con- 
junction with tho American Red Cross 
has touched off a controversy over a pos- 
sible shortage of blood at Northwest 
C o m m u n i t y Hospital hi Arlington 
Height!. 


A spokesman for the hospital, Jack 


Ryon, says that a shortage could force 


tho hospital to obtain blood from outside 
tho suburban area. 


And that hi turn, ho says, could lead to 


the use of blood of questionable quality, 
thus jeopardizing all of tho patients who 
need a transfusion. 


Richard A. Dawson, the Palatine envi- 


ronmental health director, counters that 
ho finds "objectionable" the philosophy 


that blood donated by suburban residents 
remains in a suburban blood bank, where 
tho hospital draws its blood supply. 


He feels that donated blood should be 


used wherever it is most needed, and 
that the Red Cross, not a suburban blood 
bank, con fulfill that need. 


ItYON'S FEAR IS that by Palatine 


residents giving blood to the Red Cross 


rather than to the North Suburban Blood 
Center, a potentially large source of 
blood that the hospital counts on would 
be drained. 


At the same time, he says, Palatine 


residents will continue to depend on the. 
hospital to fulfill their blood needs, thus 
depleting the hospital's supply. 


Ryon points out that Palatine residents 


are the second biggest user of Northwest 
'Community Hospital, constituting 16 per 
cent of its patients. 


"We're not worried about small blood 


drives in offices or schools," he said. 
"But Palatine may be big enough to 
have an effect on us" and diverting Pal- 
atine blood to the Red Cross "could

Kids Building 
Computers— 
Of Cardboard

Fifth graders at Ridge School in Ar- 


lington Heights are learning about com- 
puters from the ground up — they're 
building them. 


Though the computers are made out of

THE COMPUTERS, called Cardiac, 


were provided by. the Bell Telephone Co. 
Inputs, including operating 
statements 


and instructions are all written into the 
proper slots. Students do the actual com-, 
puting, and the output answers are en- 
tered by hand hi another slot. 


"By the time this unit is completed, 


the kids will have a pretty good idea of 
what happens on the inside of a comput- 
er," said Mrs. Gruwell. 


Students have been learning about 


computers by other methods, including a 
slide presentation by a representative of 
Bell Telephone and a computer game. 
Brochures about computers are also cir- 
culating through the, class. 


"We played a computer simulation 


game that was exciting as well as edu- 
cating," Mrs. Gruwell said. The game 
was almost a play, in which several stu- 
dents became parts of a computer. The 
students who were not parts in the com- 
puter listened attentively trying to find a 
"bug" In the works. 


"WE ALL HAD TO think very logically 


and be able to explain to each other what 
the mistakes were,',' she said. "If one 
part of the computer made a mistake, 
the whole tiling shortdrcuited." 


The result of the computer game was 


the answer to a simple multiplication 
problem. 


One math student in Mrs. Gruwell's 


class is really catching on to the comput- 
er craze. Mark Harris, whose fattier 
works for a computer firm, has already 
worked with the real thing. 


"I'VE HELPED my dad program a 


computer — even though he did most of 
the work," said Mark. He's learning that 
programming takes a lot more than 
pressing a button and watching lights 
flash.

$15 A Year?

People who have been holding their 


breath waiting for tho Arlington Heights 
Park District referendum are probably 
very blue by now. 


The referendum, which has gone from 


$1.8 million to 12.4 million to $3.3 million 
then back to $2.85 million, has been 
scheduled to take place since late July. 


As it became apparent there is moro 


work to a referendum than printing up 
the ballots, the dato has moved further 
and further back. In May It was planned 
for July, in June it was August, in Au- 
gust It was October and now the big day 
is set for Dec. 2. 


WHILE DEC. 2 looks pretty firm, there 


are a few "ifs" left In tho first place, 
the park board has to give final approval 
to tho date. In the second place there are 
two items, which make up $325,000 of tho 
$2.85 million package, that haven't been 
fully explored. 


"You know we just can't go to tho 


people and ask for $50,000 and tell them 
we hope to buy a home for tho Over 50 
Club to meet in," said Tony Tomaso, ref- 
erendum committee chairman. "We havo 
to have moro facts." 


It could be that tho Over SO Club homo 


and $275,000 worth of land may have to 
wait for the next referendum. Or this ref- 
erendum could Just bo put off, again, un- 


til the two Items ore firmed up. 


But that Dec. 2 date looks awfully good 


to people who enjoy examining the psy- 
chology of you, the voter.

ECC To Study Air Pollution 


Emissions from incinerators, cars, 


trains and Industry in Arlington Hcl"Hs 
will come under scrutiny of the ci.-.h'.r.- 
mental control commission during the 
coming months. 


"Wo plan to check the number of pri- 


vate incinerators In tho village and see 
that they havo permits and ask represen- 
tatives of the Chicago and North Western 
Ry. for the amount of dlcscl emissions," 
said Marilyn Macko, chairman of the air 
pollution subcommittee. 


The subcommittee also plans to check 


the incidence of respiratory cases in the 
village. 


"Wo expect a pollute-moblle to be in 


the village soon to check for six different 
pollutants in our air," sold Mrs. Macko. 


"MRS. MACKO, on behalf of the 


commission, also made some recommen- 
ff •' ru at pollution control board hear- 
t i . . regarding sanitary landfill require- 
ments. 


"We recommend that all new sanitary 


landfills be required to effectively screen 
the activities of the landfill from all ad- 
jacent public roads," Mrs. Macko told 
the board. 


In other business, James Glynn, a 


member of the commission, was named 
to the citizens advisory committee on 
flooding by Chairman Edward C. Kokko- 
Icnbcrg. 


The committee, made up of more than 


20 citizens, has recommended, and the 
board of trustees has authorized, a 
$14~,000 study on flooding in the area 
which should be completed soon.

IF '4 PER CENT OF the 26,000 Pala- 


tine residents donates a pint of blood, ev- 
eryone In the village is guaranteed as 
much blood as he needs for a year. And 
that, Ryon says, eliminates any motiva- 
tion for potential donors — "the ability to 
get Palatine residents to come over and 
cover their relative's account with a pint 
of blood." 


Meanwhile, "The Red Cross takes that 


Palatine blood downtown and gives it to 
Michael'Reese, Henrotin, Cook County 
and other Chicago hospitals," Ryon said. 
"Where is the blood for Palatine resi- 
dents going to come from?" 


For every pint of blood Northwest 


Community Hospital would put into the 
veins of a Palatine resident, it would re- 
ceive a credit from the Red Cross for 
either a matching amount of blood or $15 
per pint. 


The hospital does not want the Red 


Cross blood. 


"We have no way of knowing what the 


historical background of that blood is," 
Ryon said. "We're not assured of getting 
Palatine blood. 


"Our doctors want the best possible 


blood available for their patients, and the 
best possible blood certainly would be

THE REASON, HE said, is that subur- 


ban residents are healthier than inner 
city residents, and thus are less likely to 
transmit infection through their blood. 


The alternative to accepting Red Cross 


blood — taking the $15 and purchasing 
donated blood elsewhere — is preferable, 
Ryon said, but the North Suburban Blood 
Center is dependent on hospitals such as 
Northwest to provide much of its supply, 
and it could encounter a shortage if other 
communities divert blood to the Red 
Cross. 


The City of Rolling Meadows is consid- 


ering Joining the Red Cross program, 
which also could adversely effect the 
hospital's supply, though not as much be- 
cause the city is not as large as Palatine. 
. Ryon said that a similar 4 per cent do- 
nor program sponsored by the North 
Suburban Blood Center, which is being 
considered by the Village of Arlington 
Heights, could remove the incentive of 
residents to donate blood to the hospital. 


"But in that case, at least we would 


get the 4 per cent that's donated," he 
said, "and it would be local blood." 


Health director Dawson says he recom- 


mended that the Village of Palatine asso- 
ciate itself with the Red Cross, rather 
than the North Suburban Blood Center, 
because "tho American Red Cross is bet- 
ter equipped to handle a community 
blood drive. 


OTHER BLOOD BANKS could handle 


a small donor program, by a church or 
an office, Dawson said, "but when it 
comes down to the nitty-gritty, they don't 
have the number of mobile units and or- 
ganization that you need when you go 
into a community blood program." 


He also criticized the North Suburban 


concept of obtaining and using blood. 
"The big pitch is you keep suburban 
blood in the suburbs. 


"What objection is there to taking sub- 


urban blood into the city to fill the inner 
city blood needs?" 


As far as replacing blood used at 


Northwest Community Hospital with 
blood obtained by the Red Cross: "The 
processing to insure that the blood is 
high quality is the same by all blood 
agencies," he said. 


"But not donor blood (where the donor 
is not paid)." 


"I'll take an Arlington Heights man's 


blood any day, or a Chicago man's blood. 
The thing I'm concerned about is that 
it's donated blood."

The Ralph Nader report on member of

cumbent lawmakers undertaken by the 
nation's chief executioner of sacred 
cows, came to light over the weekend 
following what Nader aides say reflects 
months of research and writing. 


The result Is more a compilation of In- 


formation than an evaluation, and Initial 
reaction from Northwest suburban Con- 
gressmen Philip Crane and Abner Mlkva 
is that there is nothing to worry about.

der's staff to be generally accurate and, 
despite minor discrepancies, reflective of 
the voting patterns and attitudes of both 
congressmen.

Nader project reports on' Individual 


congressmen were'released to the press 
last Wednesday but wen embargoed un- 
til Saturday evening. 


Profiles of each Congressman or Sena- 


tor were, complied over a period of sev- 
eral months, including some three to four 
weeks of writing time. Hie reports range 
between 16 to 24 pages and. delve Into the 
voting records, attendance records, vot- 
ing patterns, personalities and family 
history of incumbent members of Con- 


The Nader reports do not concern 


themselves with the opponents of in- 
cumbent lawmakers and so do not men- 
tion challengers Ed Frank in the 12th 
District and candidate Sam* Young in the 
newly drawn 10th District.

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May Be Too Late 
For Vote To End 
Township System 


It may already be too late to get a 


referendum to abolish township govern- 
ment on the Nov. 7 ballot Circuit Court If 
Judge Harry G. Comcrford rules In favor 
of a motion by Palatine Township attor- 
neys tomorrow. 


Thomas Metskas and Roger Bjorvik, 


lawyers representing Palatine Township 
officials, filed a motion to dismiss tho 
suit by Palatine League of-Women Vot- 
ers (LWV) because the legal deadline 
has passed for printing public notice of 
an election. 


Under state statute, general elections 


must bo publicized 30 days before ballot- 
Ing and notices of special elections must 
be printed 20 days In advance. Friday's 
hearing was just eighteen days before 
Nov. 7. If the election Is held, it will be 
"an illegal, void, null election," Mctskas 
told (ho court, because no notice had 
been given In accordance with state law. 


In an attempt to beat tho deadline, 


league members printed election notices 
last week in a downtown Chicago news- 
paper and Tho Herald, although tho local 
notice did not appear until Thursday, a 
day after the 20-day deadline. 


PETITIONS requesting the issue of 


abolishing township government on the 
ballot were submitted to township offi- 
cials In Palatine Aug. 17. Township audi- 
tors refused to Include tho issue on the 
Nov. 7 ballot when they met Sept. 25. At 
that meeting, tho auditors said tho state 
provision for abolishing township govern- 
ments was unconstitutional because no 
law exists for transferring tho duties of 
the township if It Is dcfoa'tcd. 


Legal action to force township officials 


to put tho referendum on the ballot be- 
gan Sept. 28, when LWV members filed 
suit against Northllcld and Palatine

"The three plaintiffs are bullying the 


defendants and now they're trying to bul- 
ly this court," Metskas claimed. 
"They're going to run roughshod over ev- 
erybody else's legal rights to get an elec- 
tion oh Nov. 7,1972. Why then? We can 
have an election anytime," he said. • 


MUCH OF the bock-and-forth banter- 


ing between Mctskas and LWV Atty. 
Richard J. Troy was termed irrelevant 
to Friday's motion by Judge Comerford. 


At the conclusion of the hour-long argu- 


ment, Judge Comcrford told the attor- 
neys that two issues would be decisive hi 
his ruling tomorrow: their legal argu- 
ments regarding printing of notices be- 
fore an election and the affect of the mo- 
tion on everybody In the communities in- 
volved. 


Another motion to dismiss the suit may 


bo entered tomorrow If the current one Is 
denied. Township attorneys reportedly 
have objections to a number of signa- 
tures on tho original LWV petitions and 
may challenge them if the proceedings 
continue. 


League members said they had ex- 


pected the Palatine motion Friday to 
center on signature validity. They ex- 
pressed surprise that the motion was 
based on the notice deadline Instead. 


Maine Township officials will file a re- 


sponse to a similar LWV suit in court 
Wednesday and are scheduled for an in- 
itial hearing Thursday.' Palatine and

City Lots Avoid Auction 
As Tax Case Is Settled

;.' The yaar was 1927. The City of DCS 
.Plaines received a $6.61 real estate 
tax bill from Cook County on a city- 
owned public alley near the Pralrio Ave- 
nue parking lot 
. Dos Plaines didn't pay the bill. 
. Forty-three years later taxes due on 
the property totaled $1,424.76. In all, DCS 
Plaines owed more than $45,143.73 on 53 
separate parcels, that It had failed to re- 
move from the tax rolls. 


Cook County was threatening to auc- 


tion about a dozen of the parcels under 
the Illinois Scavenger Act for delinquent 
taxes. 


But good news for city hall arrived 


recently when n circuit courtfjudge ab- 
solved the city from paying the taxes. 


Although the dty council has not re- 


ceived official word of the court finding, 
the Herald learned Friday that tax divi- 
sion Judge Earl Arldss signed the tax 
injunction decree Sept$ll, ending • two- 
year court battle to exempt the proper- 
tics from taxes. 


IN A 23-PAGiS decision, ArkisT ruled 


that tho Des Plalnes-owned parcels are 
and have been used for public purposes 
since their dates of purchase and are ex- 
empt from taxes. 


The Judge signed Injunctions ordering 


tho county treasurer, assessor and clerk 
to place the 53 properties on tax exempt 
rolls. 


Tho case against the dty began when 


officials refused to pay taxes on two al- 
leys and a section of Mannheim Road In 
1927. Although municipalities ire exempt 
from real estate tax, tho burden of re- 
moving the properties from tax rolls is 
the city's, requiring completion of a tax 
exemption certificate. 


City officials apparently didn't file the 


forms on some properties in the 1920s. In 
1928, two more parcels were added to the 
tax rolls. A parking lot followed In 1929. 
Taxes continued to rise and the list was 
growing when City. Clerk Eleanor Rohr- 
bach took office in 196S. 


"I wasn't in office more than a few 


days when I received • stack of tax bills. 
I knew tho city didn't pay taxes on most 
real estate. But, I didn't know what to do 
with them. So I called our attorney," she 
said. 


CITY ATTY. Robert DILeonardi began 


Investigation of the city property tax 
status. Then, be banded the case to Atty. 
Thomas O'Brien. 


On Dec. 30,1870, O'Brien asked the cir- 


cuit court to end city tax responsibility 
on the 17 parcels. 


In 1971, Cook County notified the dty 


that a dozen other parcels would be sold 
at auction because of delinquent taxes. 
O'Brien added lose lots to the original 
court list. By the final decree, 53 parcels 
were Included in the case. 


More than 68 city-owned land parcels 


currently are exempt from taxes. The 
court case Includes parking lots at Jef- 
ferson Street and River Road, Graceland 
Avenue, Webford Avenue, a pumping sta- 
tion at Ashland Avenue and River, 
Mannheim Road sections, downtown* al- 
leys, Plalnfleld Drive, the WeUer Creek 
right of way and Memorial Park. 


"About 80 per cent of this case was 


documentation," O'Brien told the Herald. 
The attorney inventoried the property, 


obtained lists of back taxes, searched for 
misplaced titles and argued the case one 
day last summer. Mrs. Rohrbacb testi- 
fied for an afternoon, confirming public 
use of each parcel. 


WHEN DES Plaines authorized the 


case, dty officials didn't know what the 
outcome would be. 


"Anything can happen," Mrs. Rohr- 


bach told the Herald before learning of 
the decree. The court could have decided 
that the-city was delinquent and order 
payment of the taxes. Or, the city could 
be ordered to pay first-year taxes on the 
properties, or 10 per cent of the total 
due. 


The final decision was $45,145.73 in.re- 


llef for the city. 


Mrs. Rohrbach Mid the dty gained its 


delinquent tax status "because ex- 
emption certificates were never filed. In 
many cases we don't even have the title 
to property we own. I'm trying to obtain 
titles, but it's going to cost money." 


"Every municipal corporation from 


time to time runs into this problem," 
O'Brien said. "The county could make a 
mistake and not pick up the exemption. 
Then are many reasons why this can 
happen."

Butchers, Grocery Chains Reach Settlement 
It's Official: No Meat Buying After 6 


It's official. > 
Shoppers will oot bo able to buy fresh 


meat at grocery stores In the Cook Coun- 
ty area after 6 p.m. or on Sundays, nor 
will butchers work those hours. 


These matters were settled last week 


when officials of both the major grocery 
chains and the Amalgamated Meat Cut- 
ters and Butcher Workmen of North 
America! Local 846 hammered out a con- 
tract settlement 


Terms- were agreed to on a new one- 


year contract The old contract expired 
at the end of September and butchers 
were working under a 60-day retroactive 
clause in that pact 


THE NEW contract, agreed upon by 


all the grocery- chains after an attempt 
by Jewel, Domlnlcks and Mayflower to 
negotiate a seperate agreement; indudes 
a $10-per-week across-the-board Increase 
for an butchers based on a 40-hour week. 


Also Included h the contract was a 10- 


cent Increase for part time workers, an 
$8.70 increase in pension contributions 
made by tho chains, bringing the total 
put in to $245 per month, and, increases 
in health and welfare contributions, the 
details of which have not yet been 
worked out, 


The settlement ended two months of 


negotiation and speculation that for the 
first time in the union's history fresh, 
red meat would be sold at heretofore 
prohibitive hours. 


Public opinion came to play and for 


the first time In Its history the union 
polled its rank-and-flle members on the 
specific subject of working tin later 
hours. 


Results of that poll showed that tin 


rank and file was - overwhelmingly 
against the change in hours. By a vote of 
3,219 to 865, 'a margin of almost 4-te-l, 
union members voiced their opposition to 
the Idea, ultimately Instructing their 


leaders to continue negotiating the new 
contract without the hours provision. 


In a letter mailed to each of the 10,000 


union members telling them the results 
of the poll, union secretary-treasurer R.' 
Emmett Kelly told of the union's solid 
position on the matter and blamed shop- 
pers, and news media and fellow union 


members for distorting the facts and 
making the issue a controversial one. 


Friday, union president Robert J. Ken- 


nedy showed signs of relief that the con- 
tract had been settled and said, 'every- 
one is inconvenienced at one time or an- 
' other. We all have that problem. Take It 
easy on us next year."

6) Use of the bags "will be little esthet- 


ic improvement over the usual one-day 
garbage pickup 'blight* . ... • 


7) " . . .we consider it our .right to 


keep cans as a convenience, and our re- 
sponsibility to keep them reasonably 
odor and Insect free." 


THE LETTER criticized "the waste" of 


$50,000 budgeted this year for the bag 
program.

"Scattered litter will be eliminated 


along with the chore of bringing back 
cans from the curb," Schwab's letter 
states. 


Use of the bags, which should last for 


three months,.Is required for "all gar-x 
bage and kitchen trash." Bottles, tin 
cans and broken glass must be wrapped. 
Milk cartons can be. flattened. News- 
papers and cartons should be "broken 
down" and tied in bundles, Schwab 
states. 


Special pickup still will be required for 


pickup of furniture and large objects; the 
letter states. Grass, leaves and yard 
trimmings can be placed in the bags. 


"WE'RE NOT forcing anyone to use 


the bags," Schwab told the Herald Fri- 
day. "If someone doesn't want to use the 


bags, have them call me and we'll pick 
them up so we can give them to someone 
else." 


Purpose of the distribution is to test 


garbage pickup time. Schwab estimated 
that garbage crews save betweeji 1.5 and 
2 hours a day on routes where the bags 
are used. 


"I'd say we could eliminate one truck 


and a crew of three men if the entire city 
used bags," he said. Garbagemen re- 
ceive a starting salary of $8,122 a year. A 
city truck driver starts at $8,528. The 
city purchases garbage trucks for $22,000 
to $23,000 each. 


"I'm not saying we would eliminate a 


route," Schwab said. "This city is grow- 
ing. There's still building." Elimination 
of a truck in current areas would free a 
crew for expanding areas and stabilize 
collection costs. 


City officials claim that Palatine cut 


monthly pickup costs from $2.50 to $1.75 
a house in 1970 through use of the bag 
system.

The outcome of the game Saturday be- 


' tweoa the two Infra-division foes was 


quite predictable. 


North's record entering the game was 


0-5, including two losses within then- divi- 
sion. In their five previous encounters, 
they had only tallied 14 points while al- 
lowing their opponents 167 points. They 
did not score a single point in then* con- 
ference's division. 


Glenbrook South entered the game 


with a one win, one tie record for their 
tint two division tests and was 3-1-1 for 
the season. They had scored (1 points 
and bad only allowed their opponents 62 
hi their flnt flve garnet. 


Statistics demonstrate the total domi- 


nation of the Glenbrook South Titans. 
Maine North was outgained on the 
ground by nearly 200 yards and in the air 
49 to 0. While holding the Norsemen to 
one first down the entire game, the Ti- 
tans netted 15. Tho Titans also led In to- 
tal number of offensive plays, 56 to 34. 


Despite these statistics, Gartner com- 


mented that his pupils showed a lot of 
courage, did not quit and, in fact, played 
very well against a very good team. 


Ono mitigating factor which the Norse- 


men had going for them, Gartner said, 
was the weather and the resultant condi- 
tion of the field. Damp, dreary, cold and 
dark was the description most apt for the 


afternoon during the entire 48-mlnuto set. 
The field was muddy and extremely 
slick. 


It took the Titans a full quarter to get 


warmed up. 


At the close of the first stanza, how- 


ever, the Titans began their first scoring 
drive which culminated In a two-yard 
touchdown plunge by Mike Baker, bis 
first of two six-pointers for the day. The 
drive featured a 25-yard pass from Rick 
Pauly to fullback Mark llclmreich and a 
12-yard carry by Baker, 12 of bis total 
136 yards. 


Twice more before the end of the half, 


GBS drove to within the five yard line 
but the defense, with Alolslo playing, was 
able to contain them. 


On the first series of downs in the sec- 


ond half, Glenbrook South scored from 
their own 36-yard line on three plays, in- 
cluding a 61 run through the middle. 


The hosts scored their last touchdown 


on their first series of downs in the final 
marker. Receiving a punt at the Maine 
North 45, (a 10-yard kick that almost 
soared straight up and down again), the 
Titans marched in six plays to the end 
zone with junior halfback George Latto 
moving in from the Maine North seven- 
yard line.

in handing out accolades. Everybody — 
and that means everybody — was ex- 
ceptional. 


John Andejeskl seemed to be in on ev- 


ery other tackle. Ralph Bosch played his 
usual steady, consistent game on de- 
fense. Joe Pcifer and Ken Smith also 
stood out on this unit. 


But as defensive coach Sal Nucclo
